Mrs. Mattie Clay, the unfortunate colored 
woman who, though the owner of a $8,000 
judgment against the city, is suffering for 
the common necessaries of life, will, through 
the efforts of Tu TRIBUND, shortly receive 
a large portion of that sum.

Samuel Morss, editor of the Indianapolis 
Sentinel, was the next speaker, his toast 
being Andrew Jackson and the Chicago 
Platform.“ Mr. Morse is net among the 
most devoted admirers of that platform and 
was President Cleveland's Consul General at 
Paris. He got out of the situation cleverly 
enough by devoting himself to praise of the 
character and acts of General Jackson, and 
then delivered the following invitation to the 
sound money Democrats of 1806 to rally 
under the flag of Bryan: 

The Democratic party was néver more 
worthy than it is today, under the leadership 
of William J. Bryan, of the confidence and 
support of all who aceept the teachings of 
Jefferson and Jackson. Most of the Demo- 
£rais who left the party in 1896 did so under 
an unfortunate misapprehension of the char- 
acter and 5 of its great leader and be- 
cause of a strange mibcon ection of the 
Chicago platform. Fes of them can doubt 
by this time that they were deceived in both 
respects. The Republican party has not 
kept faith with them. It has imposed upon 
the country the most excessive and most op- 
pressive tariff in our history—a measure 
which no man who has a trace of Democracy 
in him can tolerate.

“Not content with advocating a policy 
which places the destinies of 70,000,000 of 
freemen in the hands of foreign financiers 
and permits a few London bankers to con- 
trol our standard money, he now proposes 
to give to the national banks full and com- 
plete control of the pa money of the 
nation. In November, 6,500,000 of elec- 
tors voted against the retirement of the 
greenbacks and 7,000,000 supported a plat- 
form which was silent upon the subjeet. The 
Republican candidate for President, in his 
letter of acceptance, pledged the Republican. 
party to keep in circulation (and as good as 
gold) all the silver and paper moneys now in- 
cluded in the currency of the country, while 
only one party advocated the retirement of 
the greenbacks, and that party polled less 
than 1 per cent of the total vote.

Why is not some court asked 
to enjoin the employers from uniting to- 
gether to reduce wages? Can combina- 
tions among employers be innocent if co- 
operation among miners ts a crime?

The mill-owners would probably 
dispute the right of a court of equity to in- 
terfere and plead as a defense that the opera · 
tives have an adequate remedy in the ballot.

The streets are

are few in number. Today they hug their 


7 hearthstones closely, if a, bit of burning 


charcoal can be called a hearthstone. The 
children who come out to beg shiver in their 
rags, for a cold wind from the north has 
brought with it a sleety rain, and they 
are poorly fitted to stand such exposure. 
Old clothes would not go amiss here, but the 
reconcentrados in Union are not exhibiting 
their misery and they remain in their huts. 


I noticed, as tn other concentration settle- 


ments, that the survivors are mostly blacks. 
They have withstood the policy of exter- 
mination better than the whites. 


Even the Clubs Are Lifeless. 
Every Cuban town has its club, called the 


Casino Espanola, or Circulo Espanola. This 
might be called a Spanish institution, for it 


is the home of the Spanish classes, usually 
‘the merchants, professional men, and of- 
Hela las. Iqis the center of social and political 
influence or the neighborhood. Union has 

Spanish Casino, with roomy quarters, on 


main street. The rooms are tenantless.

‘What Would Happen Here. 

When the men discovered that they were 
shut up there in order that they and their 
Wiwesf and children might be starved to 
death smo American or European, for that 
matteg, would need to exercise his imagina- 
tion di guess what would happen. If the 
troopi were numerous enough, and the am- 
munition was sufficient, the massacre of the 
im ned community might take place in 
a single hour instead of being extended over 
week# and months, but even then ſt could not 
happen ‘without a reckoning that no mil- 
itary power could withstand. Nothing of 
this srt has happened in Cuba, because the 
peoply who were made the victims of Wey- 
ler’s ylecree of extermination are aptly de- 
scribed by their name. They are “ pa- 
cificos.” Their natures are passive and 
spiritiess, 

In Honolulu last fall a Frenchman who 
had been reading newspaper dispatches 
whica gave an outline of the concentradon 
policy asked me how the authorities found 
troops enough to suppress the “ bread riots.” 
He Gould not conceive of the conditions 
described without the whole country popu- 
lation engaging in a continuous and bloody 
revoit for food. In all the incidents of re- 
concyntration I have heard of just one that 
approached a bread riot. It occurred in 
Matgnzas a few weeks ago. Temporary 
work, had been found for 200 or 300 women 
in hung a morass with broken stone and 
gravpl. They received a few cents daily in 
payment. When the work was finished they 
went to the Alcalde, or Mayor, to ask what 
they should do. 

In Sheer despair he sald: Why don’t you 
go the market and get what food you 
eae 

The advice may not have been meant se- 
riougly. The poor women took it in earnest. 
They went to the public market in a body 
and seized whatever food they could find. 
The market men were too much surprised 
to rijsist and the stalls were soon bare. 

At one time 14,000 reconcentrados had 
— gathered around Matanzas, but in the 
worst period of starvation no thought came 
to them to take whatever was to be had. 
Probably in no other country in the world 
could the same forbearance be found. It 
was the forbearance of ignorance and gen- 
tlengss. It illustrates again why the coun- 
try people are called pacificos.“ Tne 
United States in succoring such a class of the 
pophlation can understand why the succor 
is aj genuine charity, for it helps those who 
are unable to help themselves. The surviv- 
ors who have thus far withstood the régime 
of starvation have sensibilities enough to be 
— io though their appreciation of their 
own condition is dull. 

Ohe morning on the Hill of Cascoro a girl 
of Cor 10 years stood in the door of one ot the 
huts. Her appearance, as her great black 
eye stared at the strangers,caused the party 
to top. She looked vacently at the coins 
which were pressed upon her. A skinny 
with skeleton fingers shot past the 
chiſd and seed the money.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—The following 
proclamation was tssued today: 

“ Department of State, Washington, D. C., 
Jan. 8, 1898.—To the Public: The urder- 
signed, Secretary of State of the United 
States, had the honor oh the 24th of Decem- 
ber to make known to all charitably disposed 
people in this country the appeal of the 
President for aid in the form of money or 
supplies toward the speedy relief of the dis- 
tressing destitution and-suffering which ex- 
ists among the people of Cuba. 

“ The gatifying interest which his country- 
men have shown in all parts of our land in 
that humane appeal has led the President to 
recognize the need of orderly and concerted 
effort, under well directed control, if timely 
assistance is to be given by the public to the 
sick and needy of Cuba. He has, therefore, 
appointed, with the codperation of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, the New York Chamber of 
Commerce and one of the leading repre- 
sentatives of the religious community, a 
Central Cuban Relief committee, with head- 
quarters in New York City, composed of the 
following members: Stephen E. Barton, 
chairman, Second Vice President of the 
American National Red Cross; Charles A. 
Schieren, Treasurer, a member of the New 
York Chamber of Commerce; and Louis 
Klopsch, proprietor of the Christian Herald. 

“It will be the office of the committee or- 
ganized. not only to receive and forward to 
the United States Consul General at Havana 
such money and necessary supplies as may 
be contributed by the people of the United 
States, but to invoke in its own name and 
through the three great interests it fitly 
represents the concurrent effort of local re- 
lief boards throughout the United States and 
to invite the kindly.aid of the transporta- 
tion agencies of the country for the prompt 
onveyance of contributed supplies to the 
seaboard and their shipment thence to Cuba. 

“The Consul General at Havana is.in 
turn assured of the effective codéperation of 
every available agency in the Island of Cuba 
in order that life may be saved and suffering 
epared. The Spanish government, welcom- 
ing the aid thus tendered, will facilitate the 
work, and to that end will admit to Cuba 
free of duties and charges all articles other- 
wise liable to tax, when duly consigned to 
the Consul General. 

“ By direction of the President the under- 
signed appeals to the people in every city and 
town, to municipal authorities thereof, to the 
local boards of trade and transportation, to 
corporations and others producing the neces- 
sities of life, and to all whose hearts are open 
to the cry of distress and affliction, to second 
the generous effort now being made, and by 
well-directed endeavor make its success 
truly responsive to the sentiments of charjty 
that have ever characterized the American 
people.

TO ASK FOR A PROTECTORATE. 


Spain Said to Be Negotiating for Aid 
from the United States and An- 
nexation for Cuba. 


New York, Jan. 8—‘‘Influences have 
been brought to bear on Sagasta that have 
induced him to direct De Lome to make 
propositions to the State department at 
Washington looking to an American protec- 
torate over Cuba and possible annexation,” 
said a member of the Cuban Junta last night. 
“For some weeks the Spaniards in Wash- 
ington have been remarkably active, and at 
the same time remarkably secretive. There 
have been all kinds of ministry visits to the 
State department and whispered conferences 
behind closed doors between rich Havana 
merchants and the agents of the Spanish 
Minister. 

“We knew there was something in the 
wind, but for some time we could not find 
out what it was. Finally, by an intricate 
process of detective work by our Washing- 
ton agents, we have begun unearthing 


Judges instead of one, as at present, and that 
the Judges be authorized to appoint United 
States commissioners, this power now being 
vested in the President. They discussed the 
advisability of allowing the territory a dele- 
gate in Congress, and while they did not 
decide to recommend this course they con- 
sidered it with more favor than heretofore, 
There is great pressure for this concession. 
The principal objection urged against it is 
the difficulty of getting convenient polling 
places. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 8.—[{Special.}— 
The Alaska excitement is getting up to fever 
heat and already there are about 2,000 names 
on the register of the Alaska Trade commit- 
tee, booked for transportation at the earl- 
est moment when it is certain they can get 
through. Most of these come from the 
Eastern States. Scores of people in Chicago 
have written to the committee to secure 
accommodations. 

Juneau, Jan. 8, via Seattle, Jan. 8.—The 
trail is reported to be in very fair condition. 
For two weeks the weather has been very 
mild, 

Ed Lard, the man who was recently ar- 
rested at Dawson for stealing $22,000 worth 
of gold dust from a saloon in which he was 
barkeeper, has been released. It is stated 
that the reason of Lard's discharge was that 
the police had no food for prisoners. 

Skaguay, Alaska, Jan. 2, via Seattle, 
Wash., Jam 8&8—Captain Wood, in command 
of the detachment of Northwest mounted 
police in the district which extends from the 
White Pass summit to Lake Tagish, warns 
all persons en route to the Klondike that 
they will not be permitted to pass Tagish 
House unless each person has at least 600 
pounds of provisions. 

Vancouver Barracks, Wash., Jan. 8.—Cap- 
tain D. L. Brainard has today awarded to 
C. H. Frye of Seattle the contract for fur- 
nishing 75,000 pounds of bacon at $7.95 per 
100 pounds for the Yukon relief expedition. 
The total cost of the 10,000 rations purchased 
aggregates about $16,000. 5 

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 8.—T. B. Corey of 
Seattle, one of the men who arrived here 
from Klondike on the steamer City of Se- 
attle, says rich quartz rock has been dis- 
coverd on Deadwood Creek, which is esti- 
mated to run as high as $50,000 to $75,000 to 
the ton. 

William Byrne of Chicago lies in a cabin 
on the Lewes River with both feet ampu- 
tated. Byrne and his uncle, James E. 
Maguire, also of Chicago, were making their 
way up the river from Dawson and Dec. 6 
Byrne, who is only 18 years of ago, had both 
feet frozen. The men continued their 
journey for five days. The boy suffered 
horribly apd the flesh began to drop from the 
frozen feet. Still they forged ahead with 
the bones protruding from Byrnes’ feet until 
Lewes River was reached and the boy was 
placed in a cabin where he could receive 


some care. It was found necessary to ampu- 


tate both feet near the knee. A doctor who 
happened to be in the Lewes River camp 
performed the operation. Maguire, the 
uncle of Byrne, reached Skaguay in a dying 
condition, having been seized with quick 
consumption on the way up. He will prob- 
ably live long enough to reach his home in 
Chicago. 

A man named Shroeder died twelve days 
ago at a camp near the mouth of the Hoot- 
alinguin River. Shroeder was from the 
Black Hills. 


POLICEMAN HOLDS BACK A MOB. 


Bodily Injury to His Prisoner Is 
Averted at Madison and Clark 


Policeman J. B. O’Shea, with a drawn 
revolver, prevented a crowd of pedestrians 
from injuring a prisoner—Joseph Carter— 
at Clark and Madison streets at 9 o’clock 
last night. 

Just before the arrest Carter met Deputy 
Coroner John C. Weckler as he was coming 
out of a cigar store in the McVicker Theater 
Building and demanded a dime.

SUBTERFUGE FOR DIVORCE. 


{SPECIAL CABLS.] 

Rome, Jan. 8—[{Exclusive Cablegram to 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat.]—Rome is 
once more in the throes of a most sensational 
scandal in which the name of no less a per- 
sonage than King Humbert himself is im- 
plicated. 

For many years past the Duke of Latta, 
who is the head of the patrician houses of 
Visconti and Ares, has been endeavoring to 
secure a dissolution of the bonds uniting 
him to his wife so as to be frée to marry 
again, but inasmuch as divorce has no place 
in Italian jurisprudence all his efforts were 
fruitless. Some time ago young Count Men- 
abrea, son of the celebrated Italian states- 
man, Minister, and General, who distin- 
guished himself by arresting Garibaldi in 
1867, finding that it was impossible to divorce 
in Italy the English woman of questionable 


marry while attached to his father’s em- 
bassy in London, secured naturalization as 
a Frenchman, and as such secured from the 
French courts the divorce which the Italian 
tribunals had been unable to grant him. 
He has since married again and returned 
here. The legal question was raised as to 
whether his French divorce would be regard- 
ed as valid here or whether he would be 
prosecuted for bigamy. The issue has re- 
cently been settled in his favor, and this 
has led the long-suffering Duke of Latta to 
take steps to secure a divorce from his wife 
by the same means. That is to say, he has 
abandoned his Italian nationality, become a 
French citizen, and instituted im the French 
courts divorce proceedings against his Duch- 
ess on statutory grounds, naming no less a 
person than King Humbert as co-respondent. 


World-Wide Scandal. 

It is probable that the suit will be unde- 
fended unless, indeed, the French courts 
question their own competence to summon a 
reigning sovereign to answer at their bar 
as A co-respondent. The intimacy between 
the King and the Duchess is known from one 
end of Burope to the other. It existed prior 
to his marriage and continued afterward. 
The indignation felt by Queen Marguerite, 
who at that time bore the title of Princess 
of Piedmont, was intensified by the fact 
that the Duchess had maneuvered so as to 
secure the position as one of her ladies in 
waiting and thus formed part and parcel of 
her household. Finally matters reached 
such a pass that the Princess appealed to 
her father-in-law, the late King Victor 
Emanuel, threatening to leave Humbert and 
return to her mother unless the intimacy 
was terminated.

The Duchess 
returned to Italy after the war and estab- 
lished herself at Milan, where she was fre- 
quently visited by Humbert, who became 
the father of her youngest son. The latter, 
a very promising lad, died in 1898, and King 
Humbert, who was at Rome at the time, 
traveled all the way to Milan in order to 
attend his boy’s funeral. Since then the 
Duchess, who has now established her resi- 
dence in this city, and who still retains 
much of her former marvellous beauty, has 
devoted herself to works of charity and 
some time ago sold her superb collection of 
jewels, with the proceeds of which she has 
founded a hospital for crippled children, 
which bears the name of the son that she 
bore to King Humbert.

MANY SAILORS ARE DROWNED. 


Entire Crew of One Vessel and Fifteen 
of Another Lose Their Lives 
at Sea. 


Falmouth, Eng., Jan. 8.—The tug Triton 
landed here today the Captain, mate, cook, 
and a seaman of the British steamer Clarissa 
Radcliffe, which was abandoned Jan. 1 near 
Cape Finisterre in a sinking condition. 
Nineteen of the crew procured life belts and 
got on board the boats. Owing to the heavy 
sea running the boats were all smashed ex- 
cepting one, which was floated off the steam- 
er in a sound condition, but without oars. 
To this the cook and the seaman swam, and 
after getting on board picked up the master 
and mate, who bad been washed overboard. 
They were unable to render assistance to the 
remainder of the crew. The steamer, it is 
believed, foundered in twenty minutes after 
the survivors left her.

Fire was discovered in the large tobacco 
warehouse of Christian Pepers at Twelfth 
and Market streets shortly before 6 o’clock 
tonight, and an hour later the structure was 
in ruins. The immense building was stored 
with tobacco, but at this hour. 8 o’clock, the 
amount of the loss and the insurance cannot 
be learned. It is estimated, however, that 
the will awount to over $400,000. The 
dry tobacco burned like tinder, and half an 
hour after the fire was discovered the walls 
began falling. The flames spread to the city 
hall, across the street, but they were quickly 
extinguished. 
The firé was caueed by an explosion on the 
sixth floor. It is not known what caused the 
explosion, but the theory is advanced that 
a hogshead of improperly cured tobacco had 
fermented, causing spontaneous combus- 
tion, and the gases generated burst the 
hogshead, scattering the burning tobacco 
broadcast. Only the watchman was in the 
building at the time, and he at once turned 
in an alarm. There were over 5,000 hogs- 
heads of tobacco stored in the building, 
of which 1,500 belonged to the Christian 
Peper ny compary.

| ACT OF ANGRY FARMERS. 


Both Victims Meet Their Death 
with Stoicism. 


QRIME IS A BRUTAL ONE. 


Wichita, Kas., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—Yester- 
day afternoon a mob of thirty white settlers 
near Maud Postoffice, in the Seminole na- 
tion, took two Seminole half-breeds, Lewis 
McGeesey and Hond Martin, chained them 
to opposite sides of a tree, and burned them’ 
to death for the murder of Mrs. Frank 
Leard, a white woman. Four others are 
suspected of complicity in the murder, and 
the settlers are scouring the country in 
small parties, declaring that there will be 
another burning as soon as the fiends are 
found. 

The Leard family ves on land leased from 
an Indian named McGéesey, five miles east 
of Maud Postoffice. On last Thursday, dur- 
ing Mr. Leard’s absence, an Indian went to 
the house, where Mrs. Leard was alone with 
her four small children, aged 8, 6, 4, and 1. 
He first demanded water, then asked for a 
saddle, and on being refused grabbed the 
woman, who had her baby in her arms, and 
dragged her into the yard. She attempted 
to run, when the Indian seized a Winchester 
rifle belonging to Mr. Leard, and following 
her up brought the gun with crushing force 


down on her head, burying the barrel in her 


brain. The woman fell dead. 


Captured and Put to Death. 


The Indian then demanded money of the 
oldest child and searched the premises, but 
failed to find a purse containing about $70, 
which Mrs. Leard had concealed in her dress. 
He then left the house, going through a corn- 
field where he had a pony tied, and tried to 
escape. The murder occurred on Thursday 


evening. and the children were unable to get 


the body of their mother in the house. Ths 
cold prevented them staying with it, and dur- 
ing the night the corpse was almost de- 
voured by hogs. 

The alarm was given and the white people 
of the neighborhood. gathered. About twen- 
ty Indians Were arrested. A party, organ- 
ized for the purpose, strung McGeesy and 
Martin up by the neck when they confessed 
to the crime and named four others who 
were concerned. McGeesy, a low-bred Indi- 
an, was hired to commit the murder in order 
to get rid of a clique of white settlers out of 
favor with the Indians. The crisp corpses 
of the two dead Indians are still chained to 
the tree under guard, while the parties hunt 
the country for the others. 


Indians Die with Stoicism. 

The Indians met their doom with the usual 
stoicism of their race. After life was ex- 
tinct the mob_allowed the fires to die down, 
and they then quietly dispersed to their 
several homes. 

No secret was made of the fact that the 
Indians had been burned to death, and this 
morning their charred bodies, burned be- 
yond recognition, were found lying in the 
ashes in their funeral pyre. Information 
was received here of the horrible affair from 
persons who saw the charred bodies of the 
Indians. Great uneasiness exists along the 
Oklahoma border and the impression pre- 
vails that much more bloodshed will follow 
the work of the mob. This is the third in- 
stance of mob violence reported in the In- 
Gian Territory in the last twenty-five years, 
and by a singular coincidence the mob in 
each case came from points outside of the 
Territory. 


ANOTHER VICTIM OF LYNCH LAW 


Marshal Chadwick, Suspected of Mur- 
der, Is Taken from Colfax (Wash.) 
Jail and Hanged. 


Colfax, Wash., Jan. 8.—Marshal Chad- 
wick, the suspected murderer of Young 
Hayden, near Farmington, the night of 
Oct. 22, was taken from jail by a mob this 
mcrning and hanged to the west wall of the 
courthouse. 

A rope was then fastened around his neck 
and he was dragged out of the jail and up 
the narrow stairs to the Superior Court 
room, to a double window, where the rope 
was tied around a ‘standard between the 
windows. Black Eye's body was then 
pitched out head foremost and left dangling 
at the end of an eight-foot rope against the 
courthouse wall, in plain view of the people 
on Main street. 

While this was being done a part of the 
mob returned to Dakota Slim's cell. During 
their absence the prisoner had stuffed the 
keyhole of the cell door with rags and fast- 
ened a sharp knife on the end of a broom- 
stick. With this spear he kept jaBbing 
through the barred door of his cell, thus 
preventing any one from approaching the 
door to pick the tags out of the keyhole. 
His cell had two doors, the inner one being 
of solid steel, and behind this he protected 
his body. Finally one of the mob, catching 
a glimpse of Slim’s shoulder, fired a shot at 
him. The bullet passed through the sleeve, 
struck the wall and rebounded, striking him 
on the breast. He fell to the floor, exclaim- 
ing: My God, they have killed me.“ 

Another shot was fired at him. Finally 
they decided that Slim was dead, and left. 
His wounds, however, are not serious. 

Little Rock, Ark., Jan. 8—Four colored 
men have been lynched in the vicinity of 
Bearden, Ark., within the last few days. 
Two were murderers. The work was done 
by two separate mobs, and according to re- 
ports from Fordyce, near the scene, the 
quadruple lynching created but little ex- 
citement. Devoe and Huntley were lynched 
for a crime committed a year ago. The two 
other men lynched were accused of the mur- 
der of Bert Frederick, a water-pumper for 
the Cotton Belt railway at Kingsland, a few 


days ago. 
LYNCHING THREATENED IN OWA 


Enraged Citizens Surround the Jail at 
Cedar Falls Clamoring for the 
Life of a Kidnaper. 


Cedar Falls, Ia., Jan. &.—[Special.]—A mob 
surrounds the jail here tonight threatening 
to lynch Fred Champlain, who this after- 
neon kidnaped Earl, the 18-year-old son of 
Presiding Elder Coleman. Champlain stole 
the child from in front of its father’s home 
and took refuge in the basement of the 
opera-house, from which place he defied his 
pursuers to dislodge him. 

A crow4a quickly gathered and W. H. Ellis 
and City Attorney Merner sought to capture 
Champlain, who drove them back with a 
revolver. Finally the Rev. E. Lockwood in- 
duced the kidnaper to come out by promis- 
ing him that he would be protected from 
violence. When he appeared he was hurried 
to the, jail, surrounded by officers. The 
crowd surged about the structure, threaten- 
ing to lynch the prisoner, but up to a late 
hour they had been held at bay.

DEATH OF MAJOR HANDY. 


CHICAGO JOURNALIST A VICTIM TO 
BRIGHT’S DISEASE. 
0 ; 


Passes Away at Augusta, “Ga., Sur- 
rounded by Family and Friends— 
Hopelessiy III Since Return from 
Paris—Sketch ef His Career—His 
Life Crowded with Stirring Events 
—Success as a Newspaper Writer 
and, as a Public Official. 


Augusta, Ga., Jan, 8.--[Special.]—Major 
Moses P. Handy, United States Commis- 
sioner to the Paris exposition, died at the 
Bon Air Hotel at 12:30 this afternoon. 

Major Handy came to Augusta from 
Washington three weeks ago yesterday. He 
was accompanied by Lieutenant A. C. 
Baker, his special aid appointed by the State 
department, and by Mrs. Baker and Mrs, 


MAJOR MOSES P. HANDY. 


Handy. Major Handy’s son, William, of the 
Chicago Times-Herald, with which Major 
Handy was connected as an editorial writer, 
arrived at the Bon Air last night. 

The immediate cause of Major Handy's 
death was Bright's disease, together with 
complications of the heart and lungs. His 
malady was aggravated by overwork dur- 
ing and after the recent Presidential cam- 
paign. He not only did yeoman service in 
behalf of Major McKinley, but was an ar- 
dent champion of sound money, and organ- 
ized a sound money league. He was appoint- 
ed special commissioner to the Paris expo- 
sition. soon after President McKinley’s in- 
auguration. He had hoped that when he 
reached Paris he would find opportunity to 


as he found much competition for space 
and many obstacles to overcome in securing 
fitting representation for the United States. 


Hopelessly III. 

The result of his mission was satisfactory. 
He secured valuable concessions which 
placed this country on a basis with the 
most favored nations. Returning to Amer- 
lea, he sent his report to the President, who 
transmitted it to Congress with the highest 
commendation. Major Handy was hope- 
lessly ill when he came to Augusta. Cheer- 
ful and sanguine, he would not confess even 
to himself how desperate was his condition, 
but those who were near hini—and no man 
ever had warmer or more devoted friend 


hand. 

During the last week he was confined to 
his bed. Last night he rallied, and hopes 
were entertained that he might at least tem- 
porarily improve, but today he grew worse, 
and shortly after the noon hour he passed 
away. His body will be sent to Maryland 
tomorrow. 

Moses Purnell Handy was born in War- 
saw, Mo., in 1844, but he virtually was a 
Virginian, for his father, who was a Pres- 


minion while the son was yet an infant. 
He was reared and educated there and to 
Virginia he gave allegiance when the war 
between the States began. The brunt of 
the early part of the conflict fell upon the 
border States, and particularly that portion 
of Virginia contiguoug to the Potomac, 


although a minister of the gospel, was an 
early victim to the ardor of his convictions 
and thé zeal of an inexperienced federal offi- 
cer. He was arrested and thrown into 
prison. The Handy home was broken up 
and young Moses, at that time but 17 years 
of age, was thrown upon the world. Heim- 
mediately decided to enter the army and 
enlisting in the Confederate service was as- 
signed to duty on the staff of General Ste- 
vens, who was General Lee’s Chief of Ar- 
tillery. 

Young Handy served with credit through- 
out the war and when peace was declared 
was mustered out and went to Richmond 
to begin another struggle, the one for bread. 
With nothing élse presenting itself for him 
to do, he set about writing his war time 
experiences. His first literary venture con- 
sisted of a series of articles descriptive 
of forays and battles. This series was pub- 
lished in the Watchman, conducted by Dr. 
Deems. The success of these articles de- 
cided Handy as to his future career. The 
journalistic instinct had been awakened 
and he only wanted some opportunity to 
give it vent. 

The boy called on Dr. Converse, editor 
of the Christian Observer, then published in 
Richmond, and said he wanted work. He 
declared he did not care what kind of work, 


kind with enough money attached to it to 
permit him to live. The Christian Observer 
just after the war did not offer unlimited 
opportunities to a young man of Handy’s 
ambition, but he held on until the oppor- 
tunity that he was waiting for presented 
itself? 
Reports the Wilson Speech. 

In the summer of 1867 Mr. Wilson, candi- 
date for Vice President of the United States, 
made a canvass in Virginia, and was an- 
nounced to speak near Richmond. Handy 
went to the Richmond Dispatch and of- 
fered to report the meeting for $5 and a 
railroad. ticket.” The offer was accepted, 
and Handy was given the assigninent. His 
story of the Wilson meeting was so superior 
to the ones sent in by the reporters of the 
other papers that the Dispatch immediately 
offered him a position on the local staff. He 
accepted, began general work, and went 
through all the ordinary experiences of a 
reporter before another opportunity came to 
gain rencwed distinction in newspaper work. 


Scores a Newspaper Triumph. 

The “ Virginius’’ episode, which almost 
precipitated a war between this country 
and Spain, was agitating every newspaper 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific Ex- 
traordinary attempts were being made by 
all the great papers of the country to secure 
the best news service regarding the affair. 
Young Handy was sent by the New York 
Tribune to Cuba, and, after a number of 
thrilling experiences, got to Havana in time 
to get a good story on the windup of the 
“ Virginius trouble and enabled his paper 
to score a triumph. He was immediately 
taken on the staff of the Tribune. From this 
New York paper Mr. Handy went back to 
Richmond and became editor-in-chief of the 
Richmond Enquirer. In 1876 he was com- 
missioner from Virginia to the Philadelphia 
Centennial, and, becoming attached to thé 
Quaker City, remained there for several 


adelphia Times and afterwards held promi- 
nent positions on the Press and News. 
When the organization of the departments 
of the World's Columbian Exposition was 
undertaken, Major Handy was selected by 
Colonel Davis, Director General, to create 
the Bureau of Promotion and Publicity. 
This appointment came simultaneously with 
that by President Harrison of Consul Gen- 
eral to Egypt. Major Handy decided to cast 
his fortunes with the Fair, After the Fair 
he joined the Times-Herald staff and worked 
regularly on that paper until the time of 
his appointment as Special Commissioner to 
the Paris Exposition.

Captain Homer and Lieutenant Egan of 
the police station at Thirty-fifth and Hal- 
sted streets will have to answer next Tues- 
day to charges filed againét them before the 
Civil Service commissioners. The matter 
already has been heard partly and the police- 
men were given until the date named to 
present their side of the case. 

The charge is an attempt to defeat the 
action of the civil service law in the ap- 
polntment of a matron for the station named, 
and the facts already brought out by the 
‘commission are as follows: 

Last fall an examination for police ma- 
trons was held and Mrs. Dorsey, 3411 Ash- 
land avenue, was one of the successful appli- 
cants. In November there was a vacancy 
at the Thirty-fifth Street Station and Mrs. 
Dorsey was certified for it by the Civil Scrv- 
ice commission. Sergeant Lynch at Central 
notified the station of Mrs. Dorsey’s seiec- 
tion, giving her address, and told the offi- 
cials in charge to notify her to go to work. 
This work was turned over to Patrolman 
McCarthy. Mrs. Dorsey never appeared, 
however, and another person was put in the 

lace. 

P The other day Mrs. Dorsey came to the 
rooms of the commission and wanted to 
know why she had never been appointed a 
police matron, although standing at the top 
of the list. She was told she had been ap- 
pointed, and in the explanations which fol- 
lowed the whole story came out. She de- 
clared she never had been notified of her 
appointment, and the officers at the station 
said Patrolman McCarthy had been sent to 
notify her and had reported he could not get 
into her house and that the neighbors had 
said she had left the city. Mrs. Dorsey 
proved by a créditor to whom she had paid 
money on the very day in question that she 
was in Chicago at the time and had been 
ever since. 

The commission then took the matter up 
and yesterday had an investigation, sum- 
moning Patrolman McCafthy as a witness. 
He broke down under examination and testi- 
fled that not only had he not found Mrs. 
Dorsey, but said he had not tried to find 
her. He had been instructed by the Lieu- 
tenant, he said, to be extremely careful not 
to find her, and the report he had made had 
been under orders. The commission accord- 
ingly ordered Mrs. Dorsey put to work and 
the head officers have been given until next 
Tuesday to explain the transaction. Captain 
Homer and Lieutenant Egan were recently 
mixed up in a nose-pulling episode, the 
Lieutenant having tweaked the nose of the 
Captain during a rough-and-tumble in a 
nearby saloon.

By the formation ot tbree stupendous 
trusts the entire glass industry of the 
United States, with 
over $60,000,000 of 
capital and compris- 
ing some 200 facto- 
ries, where thousands 
of men have been em- 
ployed, is soon to be under the ironclad con- 
trol of the triumvirate. 

The American Glass company has secured 
control of from 90 to 92 pw cent of the 
window glass product of the country, and, 
with central offices at Pittsburg, has just 
ordered the most of its factories to start 
up. Its employés have not, until within 
three days past, earned a dollar since last 
June. 

The labor leaders and many dealers open- 
ly declare that the difficulties of last sum- 
mer were aggravated and kept up until 
the great trust could perfect its organiza- 
tion, which it did with the opening of the 
new year. New circulars and price-lists 
have just been received by New York deal- 
ers, who are amazed at finding that there 
is an advance of from 40 to 60 per cent on 
all classes and sizes of window glass. This 
will, of course, fall most heavily on the con- 
sumers. The American Glass company is 
a combination of the heaviest glass manu- 
facturers of the country, and they have 
agreed that there is to be only one eentral 
selling office, to be at Pittsburg, for all of 
the factories concerned. A local agent, not 
yet selected, will be sent to New York. No 
factory will be allowed to make a shipment 
of glass except on an order direct from the 
central office. 

James A. Chambers is President of the 
trust. Most of the factories are in western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Indiana. Another 
ot the gigantic trusts is the Pittsburg Plate 
Glass company. John Pitcairn of Philadel- 
phia, prominent in the Standard Ou com- 
pany, is a principal owner of the stock of 
this plate glass combination, which has a 
capital of $15,000,000, and Standard 
Oil company methods are being used to 
crush opposition. Factories at Creigh- 
ton, Tarentum, Ford City, Cochran, and 
Charleroi in Pennsylvania, at Elwood and 
Kokomo, Ind., and Crystal City., Mo., are 
those in the trust, while one at Alexandria, 
Ind., one at Irwin, Pa., and one at Butler, 
Pa., are the three that are holding out. 

The third trust is being organized entirely 
by English capital and §30,000,000 has al- 
ready been subscribed, while a much larger 
amount is in reserve. Nothing less than 
the absorption and control of every glass 
factory east of the Alleghanies ig the avowed 
object of this gigantic syndicate of foreign 
capitalists. It is said the formation of the 
trust will throw 16,000 men out of employ- 
ment. 


CLEARS UP AN IOWA MYSTERY.

MRS. STUYVESANT FISH, representing wealth 
invested in Illinois Central and Western railroa? 
combinations and dock syndicates in Southern 
cities. 

MRS. ORME WILSON, daughter of Mrs. Astor 
and daughter-in-law of R. T. Wilson, self-made 
Southern railroad magnate and banker. 

MRS. HARRY PAYNE WHITNBY, daughter 
of Cornelius Vanderbilt, representing enormous 
railroad interests; husband is the son of William 
C. Whitney, whose fortune ts invested in Stand- 
ard Ol! and traction securities. 

MRS. PETER COOPER HEWITT, companion 
member of the trust, nat wealthy at present, but 
will receive a large fortune from her father, 
Frank Werk; husband is the son of former Mayor 
Hewitt, who made millions from the glue trust 
and in iron. 

MRS. ALMERIC PAGET, daughter of William 
C. Whitney; husband its an Englishman of noble 
family and secretary of the Broadway Cable com- 

any. 

MRS. STARR MILLER, was a Miss Warren; 
both sides of the family have about $50,000, 000. 

MRS. CORNELIUS VANDERBILT JR., was 
Miss Grace Wilson, daughter of R. T. Wilson. 

Ten women have formed a society trust. 
They do not call it a trust, but that is what 
it amounts to. The society trust has no ex- 
pensive offices in Wall street. Its habitat is 
of the members’ own making. It should be 
called Fort Exclustve. None can enter this 
holy of holies without the consent of the 
ten. They are prepared to defend it with all 
their tremendous resources. If it were neces- 
sary to give it official name, possibly this 
trust might call itself Society, Limited.” 
The ten who control it have set about deter- 
mining who compose the fashionable world. 
These daughters and wives of millionaires 
have emulated in social affairs the course 
of thier husbands and fathers in business. 

The social register is a carefully prepared 
list of those who are entitled to social recog- 
nition. It contains over 5,000 names. The 
list includes people who have villas at New 
port and-eother resorts, as well as handsome 
town houses. There are many who are rep- 
resentatives of the old, historic names which 
had a social influence in New York for more 
than a century. The trust has scratched-the 
majority of these from their list. They do- 
mand that those who are admitted to their 
circle shall have millions. They wisn to 
keep the enjoyment of it among themselves. 
They say that anything which does not 
originate in the trust is not fashionable 


Painful for the Outsiders. 


It can be seen at once that this is a very 
painful state of affairs for the hundreds 
who are left out in the cold, and there will 
be a war, of course. Mrs. Ogden Mills orig- 
inated the combination. Its organisation 
She gathered a coterie 
about her and promulgated a new set of 
social rules. Mrs. Ogden Mills is a Living- 
ston, and there is no better name in New 
York. Mrs. Mills began by turning her back 
on the Patriarchs. She said that it wag 
a public ball and that it was vulgar to at- 
tend it. This was a direct and deadly blow 
at one of the oldest and most exclusive func- 
tions of New York society. An invitation 


to the Patriarchs had always been looked. 


upon as the seal of position. It silenced all 
questions. 

When Mrs. Mills announced her position 
society was aghast. But she had prepared 
for it. A number of her followers also 
turned their exclusive and reproving backs 
upon the Patriarchs. It was disbanded 
This was a distinct victory for Mrs. Ogden 
Mills. This winter Mrs. Astor, Mrs. Paget, 
and Mrs. Henry Payne Whitney were radi- 
ant at the first assembly ball. 

Mrs. Ogden Mills has declared that as- 
semblies are also vulgar. It is whispered 
about that the omnipotent ten will with- 
draw from these entertainments. Although 
women of such standing as Mrs. Cadwalla- 
der Jones, Mrs. Robert Minturn, Mrs. Rob- 
ert Clarkson, Mrs. Alexander Van Rensse- 
laer, and Mrs. Frederic Sheldon have worked 
hard for their success, the assemblies will 
have.to go. There is no doubt about it. 
The women.who were most deeply interest- 
ed have tried to stem the tide by having a 
few members of the syndicate appointed as 
patronesses, but this is merely a compro- 
mise—a temporary arrangement. 


Three Women in Control. 


While the trust is made up of ten members 
it is really controlled by three women. 
These are: 

Mrs. Ogden Mills, Mrs. John Jacob Astor, 
and Mrs. Henry T. Sloane. 

The other seven are members by suffrance. 
But they are all people of great wealth and 
influence. It is interesting to note that they 
represent fortunes made in railroad and 
manufacturing enterprises for the most part. 
There are only two exceptions. With the 
millions at the command of her satellites, 
Mrs. Mills purposes to control the social life 
of New York as Richard Croker controls 
the present government of the city. 

The trust is well organized. Meetings aro 
held weekly at the homes of Mrs. Mills, 
Mrs. Astor, and Mrs. Sloane. At these 
meetings functions and entertainments are 
planned and names of possible guests 
submitéd and acted upon. Each member 
submits a list of guests. The others con- 
sider the names. There is full opportunity 
to gratify private hurts an enmities. Nat- 
urally there must be a deal of trading, and 
the fact that the list must be kept down to 
the smallest possible number is kept ever in 
mind. 

The trust has decided that there shal! be 
no large entertainments. Mrs. Mullis 
realizes that the functions to which many 
people are invited will rob her of her power. 
Its exctusiveness is the stock in trade of the 
trust. Some idea of the power which the 
ten have gained is shown by the fact that 
Mrs. William Astor and Mrs. Elbridge T. 
Gerry have been placed under the ban be- 
cause they gave large, general receptions. 
Of course, it is impossible to draw a strict 
line. The members of the trust will attend 
some functions of which they do not wholly 
approve, and these will be decided upon 
at the meetings. 


Metropolitan Ball Is Abandoned. 


The large ball at the Metropolitan has 
been abandoned. The trust would have none 
of it. The small cotillons arranged to take 
place there have resulted in the bitterest 
feelings, and there will be more trouble.

LUETGERT’S LETTERS READ. 


“You le,” was the way Mrs. Christine 
Feldt, witness for the Staté in the Luetgert 
trial, answered many of Attorney Harmon's 
questions yesterday. Luetgert's counsei de- 
manded the protection of the court and the 
punishment of the witness for contempt. 
Judge Gary said he had no control over a 
woman's tongue and palliated the oficnse 
on the ground that the line of examination 
was calculated, whether justified or not, to 
rouse a witness to anger and he was dis- 
posed to make due allowances for human 
nature. The repetition of the demand for 
the punishment of Mrs. Feldt élicited the 
emphatic rejoinder that questions of con- 
tempt did not concern any one but the court, 
and Judge Gary added: .

The letters written by Luetgert to Mrs. 
Feldt were admitted as evidence and the 
translations were read to the jury. Luet- 
gert’s face was covered with beads of per- 
spiration as he listened to the reading.

Harmon asked her if she had ever called 
Luetgert Mein lieber Louis,” or had used 
various other German terms of chdearment. 

Mrs. Feldt and the young woman stenog- 
rapher were having a hearty spell of giggling 
when Judge Gary said with sternness: It 
you cannot be quiet at the table, I shall take 
measures to stop that unseemly exhibition.”’

‘READY FO A JAIL BREAKING. 


Sheriff Pease ears That Friends of 
Merry Smith Will Try to 


e Them. 


Sheriff Peaseiirechived tnformation from 
a mysterious. urce yesterday afternoon 
that a jail deliv of Merry and Smith, the 
murderers,: wag to be attempted by their 
West Side acqumintances. Inspectors Shea 
and Schaack were notified of the threatened 
attempt and at midnight last night unusual 
precautions wefe taken on both the North 
and West Sides of the city to prevent any 
movement tow ard the execution of the 
plan. 

Twelve pickediofficers were detailed in citi- 
zens’ clothes to patrol the neighborhood of 
the. County Jail, within which an armed 
force of Deputy Sheriffs, under direction of 
Jaller Whitmah, were prepared for any 
emergency. In order to prevent the partic- 
wants in the dlleged plot from collecting 
at any rendezvous in preparation for a raid 
all the saloons on the West and North Sides 
were ordered closed in compliance with the 
midnight closing ordinance. It required a 
special order to accomplish this. 

Although the foolhardiness of any such at- 
tempt made the rumor appear highly im- 
probable, yet such confidence was manifested 
by ‘the Sheriff in his source of information 
that it waa determined to be prepared for an 
emergency. Early in the evening Police 
Captain Hoffman and Inspector Schaack 
were taken into the confidence of the Sheriff, 
and it was decided to proceed as far as pos- 
sible without attracting the suspicion of 
any who might be interested in the attempt. 

The detectives who were detailed to 
service around the building were each called 
separately by Captain Hoffman, and in- 
formed of their misston with strict instruc- 
tions to reveal nothing to their brother or 
superiof officers. Jailer Whitman was sent 
for early in the evening, and remained at the 
jail in command of the force of Deputy 
Sheriffs during the night. 

Merry and h were kept in their celis 
in the new building, where it was of course 
impossible that any outside aid could reach 


them., 

Those who knew of the details of the pro- 
posed attack, if any details had been re- 
vealed, kept them a secret. The fact that 
saloons were closed so unexpectedly caused 
considerable comment. Instead of the offi- 
cers notifying the proprietors while patrol- 
ling their beats four detectives in plain 
clothes were detailed to inform the saloon- 
keepers of the mecessity of closing. Saloon 
loungers gathered on street corners and dis- 
cussed wonderingly the novelty of the sa- 
loons beirig closed on such short notice. 

A police official of high rank said in re- 
gard to the matter: “I can say positively 
that the Sheriff received a tip of the pro- 
posed raid: Further I cannot say, excepting 
that “if any such attempt is made we are 
ready for them. 

No attack was made throughout the night, 
and the police and deputies stood guard till 
dawn.

THEIR ROOM IS RAIDED. 


Belief, That They Were Working 
the Roby Poolroom. | 


ALL CLAIM TO BE INNOCENT. 


The police of the South Chicago Station, 
assisted by two special detectives of the 
Fort Wayne railroad, captured three wire- 
tappers in the act yesterday afternoon. The 
prisoners are Dick Kilberg, 29 years old, who 
says he is a machinist; Edward Studley, 27 
years old, who describes himself as a saloon- 
keeper; and Walter Watson, 85 years old, a 
clerk. ‘The punishment for the crime of 
which they are accused is $500 fine, or a year 
in the penitentiary, or both. 

Late yesterday afternoon the police re- 
eeived information from Detectives F. M. 
Butcher and J. B. Dreesen of the Fort Wayne 
railroad that the telegraph wires were being 
tapped by a gang, the headquarters of which 
were in the second story of a barn back of 
Young’s saloon at One Hundred and Third 
street and Indiana boulevard. The special 
policemen also stated that one member of the 
gang was going to the new poolroom in the 
paddock of the race track at Roby, Ind., 
every day and invariably winning. 

The natural supposition was that the men 
were taking the foreign racing news from the 
wire and holding it in their room over the 
saloon until their man could get to the Roby 
8 and, after he had placed all the money 

e could on the horses he knew to be the 
winners, they released the news. 


Said to Be an Operator. 


The police say that Kilberg is a telegraph 
operator and the leader of the gang, that 
Watson is a lineman and arranged the tap- 
ping, and that Studley is a gambler, and that 
he was the one who placed the money. 

Policemen Thornton, Peterson, and Pear- 
son left the station with thetwo railroad de- 
tectives at 5:30. The three policemen and 
Detective Dreesen remained in front of the 
saloon, while Butcher, who was the largest 
man in the party, went back toward the 
barn to find out if the wire-tappers were 
there. 

He found the three men hurriedly drawing 
in and coiling their tapping wires, and evi- 
dently preparing to take a sudden departure. 

They dropped the wire and fied through 
the saloon. Butcher shouted and as the 
wire-tappers left the front door of the saloon 
they were caught by the waiting officers. 


Go Back to the Rooms. 
When they had been handcuffed two of 


| the captors went back into the barn and 


found the tables on which the messages had 
been received and transmitted. In their 
hurry to do away with the telegraphic send- 
ers and receivers the wire-tappers had 
sawed square holes in the tables. The in- 
struments had not been found up to a late 
hour last night. 

The batteries, however, and the wire—500 
feet of tt—were found. 

At the station the men denied the charges, 
but could give no reason for their presence 
in South Chicago or in the barn. Each had 
a considerable amount of money, and Kil- 
berg attempted to pass his roll of money, 
containing more than $100, to a reporter 
while Studley was being searched by the 
police. 


TEACHERS AWAIT THE BOARD. 


Hope the Trustees Will Give Them an. 


Increase in Salary~—Other Ped- 
agogic News. 


The Federation. of Grade Teachers of the 
Public Schools met yesterday morning in 
the Le Moyne Building. The report of the 
work done to secure an advance in salaries 
for the grade teachers was discussed. The 
committees reported the petition of the 
teachers at large had been presented at the 
last meeting of the Board of Education. It 
was agreed that little more could be accom- 
plished until it was known what the action 
of the board would be. 

A committee was appointed, headed by the 
chairman of the association, Miss Elizabeth 
Burdick, to wait on the Finance committee 
of the Council and ask it not to cut down 
the appropriations for schools when the 
next city budget is made up. 

It was decided by the federation to admit 
kindergarten teachers to membership. 

In the future fhe meetings of the federa- 
tion will be held on the fourth Saturday of 
the school month, instead of the first Satur- 
day as at present. The change is made to 
allow the members of the federation to at- 
tend the meeting of principals, which comes 
on the first Saturday of the month. 

-?- 

Attendance at the night schools is smaller 
during the present year when compared with 
the number of pupils present last year. 
Superintendent Lane has sent out notices 
to the principals of nine schools ordering 
them to close one of the rooms in each of 
the schools. In that number of instances 
the average attendance has fallen below 
twenty. The schools affected by the order 
are Lyman Trumbull, Froebel, Agassiz, 
Hammond, Emerson, Monteflore, Seward, 
Von Humboldt, and Northwest Division 
High School. 

The classes are organized ordinarily with 
a membership of twenty-five, which is al- 
lowed to be Increased to thirty-five. When 
the aver attendance of a class falls below 
twenty the class is dropped and the pupils 
ere consolidated with other classes. In this 
way the expense’ of teaching is materially 
reduced. 

Superintendent Lane assigns two causes 
for the falling off of the attendance during 
the present year. One is that the increase 
in the foreign population of Chicago for the 
last two years has been small. e second 
is that there Is a greater activity in man- 
ufacturing establishments this year than 
last. Many who would ‘otherwise attend 
school are compelled to work at night. 

. —— 

Some of the principals of the public 
schools do not approve of the proposed plan 
of the Board of Education to do away with 
all janitors of school Buildings and place the 
care of the building in the hands of the 
engineers, where both are employed. In 
many instances women are now janitors of 
the buildings and they are much more 
adapted, as a general thing, to take charge 
of the cleanliness of the buildings. The en 
Fineers are usually appointed through po- 
litical influences. While they are good en- 
gineers they are active in politics. Instead 
of employing capable women, as the janitors 
do at present., to take charge of clegning and 
sweeping the buildings, they will appoint 
young men from off the streets, who will 


| not do the work as faithfully as women or as 


well.

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DURRANT’S PARENTS DENY ADMIT- 
TANO® TO EVERY CALLER. 


Beer of the Dead Murderer Lies Face 
Downward in Ita Coffin, While the 
Plans for Burial Are in Doubt—He- 
Heved the Corpse Will Be Buried 
Under the Waters of the Pacific 
Ocean to Prevent Grave Robbery— 
Mrs. Durrant’s Wonderful Nerve. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 8.—[Special.]— 
The father and mother of Theodore 
Durrant sit alone with their dead in 
their little home on Fair Oak street 
in this city. They deny themselves 
even to their nearest and dearest 


_friends, and seem to feel their position and 


suffer from their grief more now than at any 
Previous time. In the front parlor, in a 
Plain, black casket, reposes albthat is mortal 
of him who had been their son. The feat- 
ae horribly distorted by the manner of 
ig taking off, cannot be seén, as the body 
rests face downward, and no one can enter 
that room to take a lust look. 
3 all questions as to what disposition 
to be made of the body the people at the 
house reply that no decision has been reached 
in the matter. The fact is the parents are in 
& quandary, They fear to lay their dead in 
any of the cemeteries lest ghouls should steal 
and surgeons with gleaming knives mutilate 
the corpse in the cause of science ”’ or curi- 
osity. They know that if hé were buried 
paid guards would have to stand wateh day 
and night over the grave. The parents can 
hardly afford this expense, and none of the 
cemeteries will assume the responsibility. 
The rules of the Roman Catholic Church, 
in the communion of which Durrant died, 
forbid cremation, and besides this the 
murderer exacted from his parents a promise 
that his remains should be buried. In spite 
of these things, however, application was 
made mt the Cypress Lawn Crematory to 
have the body burned. The directors met 
last night, and refused to grant the request 
on the ground that it would injure their busi- 
ness. 

There has been talk of burial at sea. Un- 
der the rolling waves of the Pacific the 
corpse would be safe, and Mrs. Durrant is 
inclined to favor this disposition of the 
corpse. The undertakers are as much in the 
dark as any one. Mr. Porter, who had 
charge f the corpse at the prison, said: 

Mrs. Durrant was unwilling to trust us 
with the body and did not leave it for a mo- 
ment. There was no embalming, and there- 
fore we have not called at the house today 
and shall not until we are summoned. We

Mrs. Durrant’s Nerve. 


Mrs. Durrant’s wonderful nerve was 
shown yesterday after the execution. While 
she sat by the coffin and corpse she calmly 
ate a lunch provided by the prison officials. 
When the body was placed in the casket and 
the black cap removed Mrs. Durrant wept. 
Her husband mingled his tears with hers 
and tried with her vainly to smooth the 
visage of their son into its former UÜͤ!keness. 
Everybody present turned to the windows 
to conceal their sympathetic emotions. 
When their eyes were again bent upon the 
scene both parents had taken seats near the 
coffin; both were chatting, and she was 
smiling. 

Thus they had remained quite a while, 
when Convict Wilson, who is detailed to 
care for these rooms, approached and asked 
Mrs. Durrant if she would not like a cup of 

tea. k you, I Would,“ was her reply. 
Instead Of tea, a tray loaded with an abund- 
ance of everything the prison dinner afford- 


ed was sent to the coffin side. Here a table 


was spread within three feet of the corpse. 
They seated themselves and ate heartily, 
unconscious of every presence, living and 
dead—ate till they were sated. How they 
ate may be judged from the request over- 
heard by the shocked witnesses: ‘‘ Papa, 
have some more of the roast.“ 

After the remains of the unnatural re- 
past had been taken away they sat con- 
versing until _ body was borne from the 
prison.

GAIN IN TINPLATE PRODUCTION. 


Increase in the United States Amounts 
to One Hundred and Forty Mil- 
lion Pounds for a Year. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—The report of 
Special Agent Ayer to the Sécretary of the 
Treasury on the production of tin and terne 
plates in the United States during the fiscal 
year ended on June 30, 1897, shows that the 
total production was 446,982,068 pounds, of 
which about 88 per cent was of the class 
weighing lighter than 68 pounds per 100 
square feet. This is an increase in the pro- 
duction of a little less than 140,000,000 
pounds, or over 45 per cent, as compared with 
1896. The total importation during the year 
was 244,407,601 pounds, and the exportation 
for the same period 139,246,180 pounds, mak- 
ing the net imports 105,161,471 pounds. The 
production of the United States, therefore, 
was more than four-fifths of the entire con- 
sumption. The annual capacity of mills 
completed and in process of construction on 
June 30, 1897, is said to be about 650,000,000 
pounds. The report also states that on Jan. 
4, 1898, the prices of coke tinplates per box 
of 14x20, I. C., 108 pounds, 112 sheets, was 
for American product $4. Nevertheless the 
American product is stated to be in all re- 
spects as good and as satisfactory as the 
foreign article. 

The quantity of American sheet fron and 
steel made by stamping and other manufact- 
uring firms into articles and wares tinned or 


terne plated during the year was 8,922,061 ;}

CIVIL SERVICE LAW OPPOSED. 


Strong Utterance by Representative 
Hepburn of Iowa Favoring 
the Old System. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—The civil service 
debate was continued in the House today. 

Mr. Hepburn [Rep., Ia. J spoke for an hour 
against what he t med the popular im- 
pression of the so-called merit system. The 
public, he argued, had been utterly misled 
by the high sounding title reformers.” 

He believed the appointive power and the 
power of removal should be lodged in the 
same hands, and should be unlimited. Amid 
a burst of applause from the galleries and 
the floor he insisted that the political workers 
were entitled to and should be accorded 
recognition. If there were to be no reward 
for the workers the workers in the future 
would be morg and more loyal to rich con- 
tributors, instead of to their party and their 
country. If the present system continued 
the influence of rich men in politics would 
grow steadily. 

A careful poll of the Republican members 
of the House is being made with a view to 
learning exactly how many may be depend- 
ed on to vote for a repeal or material modi- 
fication of the civil service law. Members 
who are conducting the canvass say it has 
shown already from 105 to 110 Republican 
members ready to vote for a change of 
the law in one form or another. A larger 
total is expected when the poll is concluded. 


GOOD SHOWING IN EXPORTS. 


November’s Figures Represent an In- 
crease of Seven Million Dollars Over 
the Same Period in 1896. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. The advance 
figures from the November port of the 
Bureau of Statistics show t the exports 
from the United States during that month 
aggregated $114,639,664, a gain of nearly 
$7,000,000 over November, 1896. For the 
eleven months ended Nov. 80, 1896, the ex- 
ports amounted to $956,675,674, a gain of 
nearly $86,000,000. The exports during these 
eleven months, divided into the several 
classes, and also for the same period in 
1826, are given as follows:

In discussing the new “ rowdy ball reso- 
lution adopted by the National league Pres- 
ident Jim Hart yesterday related the paftic- 
ular incident which it seems was largely re- 


‘sponsible for the rigid measure that wae 
‘so suddenly adopted by the baseball mag 
znates and has led to so much comment; ad- 


verse and otherwise. 

„The time was ripe for such discipline,” 
explained the Chicago official, but a little 
incident that oecurred at Boston late ih the 
season precipitated the legislation dofe at 
the Philadelphia meeting. Fred Wright, 
the theatrical man connected with one of 
Hoyt’s eompanies, was out to the game 
along with a friend and the latter's wife. 
The trio sat in a front row of séats near the 
visiting players’ bench, which in Bosten is 
close up to the stand. Baltimiore was the 
visiting team, and Wright spoke to one of 
the Baltimore players, just before the game 
started, asking him who was going to pitch. 
The player, half turning around, made a 
foul reply. Wright's companion was stag- 
gered for a moment, then stood up, and 
speaking so that everybody around heard 
him, said to the player: 

“* You've got to apologize for that’ ‘right 
here and now. You have insulted my wife, 
and if you don’t apologize at once I will kill 
you. I will kill you before you ever get out- 
side of the grounds.’ 

“The player, although taken a little 
aback, was sullen, and merely said: ‘ Well, 
I apologize, but I didn’t know your wife was 
there. She hadn’t any business there.“ 

“When the conversation was repeated to 
John T. Brush he was very angry. We've 
got to fix those fellows once and for all,’ he 
said, ‘and then he drafted the resolution 
that was adopted at the Philadelphia meet- 
ing providing for the expulsion for life of 
players found guilty of using Indecent lan- 
guage. I had also drafted a resolution, but 
when Brush read his to me, relating at the 
same time the incident that occurred at 
Boston, I said, ‘ Well, your resolution is 
stronger than mine, and therefore In in 
favor of it.’ 


Legislation Not Yet Complete. 


One point about the resolution,“ con- 
tinued Mr. Hart, is not understood, I see 
it is attacked on the ground that it covers 
only extreme cases that occur rarely, the 
most frequent scenes of disorderly conduct 
being, it is alleged, not provided for. Well, 
in the first place, the league is not through 
with legislation on this subject. We went 
at the most serious evil firat. That was to 
eliminate foul language, which if tolerated 
is sure.to drive away respectable patrons of 
the game. At the St. Louis meeting we ex- 
pect to go into the subject further and pro- 
vide against evils that do not come under 
the head of use of indecent language. 

“In the second place, it must be borne in 
mind that à great many of the fights and 
rowdy scenes on the field originatein the use 
of obscene language by some player.’ The 
words are probably uttered in a low Voice 
and are not heard in the grand stand, but 
they produce the trouble. Now, these cases 
come under the provisions of the Brush 
resolution just as much as do cases of lan- 
guage heard by the spectators. The r@solu- 
tion, therefore, will put a stop to the Tébeau 
style of coaching that was introduced into 
the 2 several seasons ago by the Cleve- 

which t of the players would 
stand in the .es box and keep up a 
steady flow . the most filthy talk imagina- 
ble, directed at the opposing pitcher, in.

Views of an American. 

After some talking with several members 
of Parliament, who spoke practically in the 
same vein, I called for the opinion of an 
American manufacturer largely interested 
in the far East trade. He said: 

“Our duty as a nation is clear enough. 
China is a splendid customer and the more 
she is opened up the more splendid is she 
in my eyes. France, Germany, and Russia 
are good at shutting out trade, but England 
gives us a fair show everywhere. China is 
going to need railways and we can make 
the best locomotives in the world. Our-ex- 
ports in machinery are growing in impor- 
tance, and we have @ better right to a share 
of China than any country—excepting, per- 
haps, England. Japan does not forget that 
Russia cheated her out of the fruits of the 
last Chinese war, nor is she yet reconciled 
to Russia’s retaining Saghalien. 

Our interest lies in forming a close alli-

The Parilamentary election now proceed- 
ing in St. Stephen's Green Division, Dublin, 
has suddénly developed a sensational feat- 
ure. The vacancy arose through the appoint- 
ment of William Kenny, Queen's counsel, 
to a Judgeship of the Supreme Court. The 
government in the first instance delayed 
this appointment until the new year so they 
could have the advantage of fighting the 
election on a new voting register, which is 
more favorable to them than that of last 
year. It has now been discovered that the 
register had been stuffed with bogus voters 
under the lodger franchise. Sons of several 
Judges of the Supreme Court, high govern- 
ment officials, and other leading Unionists 
have been fraudulently put on the register 
in considerable numbers under the pretense 
that they were lodgers, paying rent from 
$2 to $3 weekly for rooms. This aroused 
such a scandal that several officials have 
written to the press, stating that these vot- 
ing claims were made without their or their 
sons’ knowledge and were in fact forgeries. 
Every day fresh batches of names are un- 
earthed, and the demand is now being pow- 
erfully urged on the government to prose- 
cute for conspiracy the Unionist agents in 
Dublin who are responsible for preferring 
these bogus claims. The Unionist govern- 
ment, of course, is trying to ignore its duty 
im the matter, but the frauds have attracted

Russia’s Irresistible Expansion. 

The Russian Czar is not a strong man, 
nor even intelligent, but he is moving with 
an irresistible tide of national expansion 
which presses upon China, just as the. 
frontiers of the United States dripped over 
into Mexican territory fifty odd years ago. 
So strong are thé forces driving Russia 
eastward that progress js secure so long as 
a great European war is avoided. 

The German Emperor wants Russian 
friendship because that alliance was held 
sacred by his grandfather and his great- 
grandfather. Frederick William III. ot 
Prussia assisted in suppressing the liberties 
of Poland in 1830 and 1863, and as a reward 
for this Russia remained neutral and also 
held Austria back when the Franco-German 
war of 1870 was fought. The Kaiser honest- 
ly believes that Russia is grateful to him 
for his manifestations of friendship, and 
perhaps he is right. For my part I fear that 
the Emperor is steering a wrong course in 
seeking his friends among those who gov- 
ern by brute foree instead of among his 
neighbors, who respect individual) liberty.

MADE A TEN-FOOT MINCE PIE. 


It Had a Race Track in Sugar on Top 
with the Race Horse Dolando 
Winning. 


A big mince pie was turned out at the New 
York Pie Baking company’s plant at Cor- 
lears Hook on Christmas eve. It was built 
to order on plans drawn by William Thomp- 
son, President of the pie concern, who de- 
cided to surprise his friand Johnny Meehan, 
the owner of the racehorse Dolando, known 


as the Pride of Park row. 


The pie is ten feen in diameter and four 
inches thick. The crust was cast in sections 
and then set in place by four pie molders. 
Sixteen pounds of butter was used in short- 
ening it, and twenty-four pounds of flour in 
making it. The insides of the pie weighed 
eighty pounds. The pie was baked in a 
steam oven, and when it was cool Mr. 
Thompson sent for a New Year's cake-icing 
architect and the architect built a frosted 
race track on the roof of the big pie. He 
added a judges’ stand and a bunch of sugar 
racehorses, Dolando winning, Here it might

When the icing ect’s work had been 
completed five pie malders lifted the big pie 
on a pie stretcher and carried it out to a two- 
horse truck. Then the big pie was driven up 
to Mr. Meehan’s house, oppotite Mount Mor- 
ris Park. In trying to get the ple sidewise 
through the doorway. the pie handlers broke 
it. Then they took it into Mr. Meehan's 
parlor in pieces and put it together on four 
tables. News of the breakage was sent to 
the Corlears Hook pie foundry. A squad 
from the pie repair gang went up to Meehan’s 
house and repaired the breaks. 

The pie was on exhibition all day Christ- 
mas. All the neighbors called to look at it. 
Afterwards it was sawed apart and sections 
of it sent around to Meehan's friends. 

The President of the pie bakéry, Mr. 
Thompson, won several thousand dollars on 
Dolando last seasog.—New York Sun.

Known gamblers and frequenters of pool- 
rooms must keep away rrong places where 
bookmaking has been done or arfests will

It is said the order was inspired by the 
approach of the legislative investigation of 
the Police department. Some of the book- 
makers obeyed it aud some did not. 

Superintendent Kipley and Captain Col- 
leran both denied a special order had been 
issued regarding gambling. 

The poker-rooms on the North Side, which 
were raided a few days ago, reopened yes- 
terday. Monahan’s place, Illinois and Clark 
streets; the Manhattan, Indiana and Clark; 


Jack Burke's, Division and Clark; Magnus,’ 


78 North Clark, and the poker-room at 
Indiana and Cass streets, were all running. 


Quiet at Powers & O’Brien’s. 

There was no book betting in Powers & 
O’Brien’s saloon, 170 Madison street, The 
dumb waiter communicating with the rooms 
overhead was at rest, and the men who re- 
ceived race reports from this source had 
moved into Brandl’s saloon in the basement. 

In the back room of this saloon the ticker 
was recording the results of turf events at 
New Orleans and San Francisco. A small 
crowd stood around and patronized’ the 
book. A tip was out that the police were 
likely to make a raid on the poolrooms, and 
this had the effect of keeping a good many 
players away from the game. 

-No attention was paid to the warning at 
Perry & Smith's poolroom in the Imperial 
Building. Two hundred men sat at the 
tables, and wagered their money just as they 
had done the day before. Mike Mallory, 
Bill Riley, and George North run the pool- 
room, 14 Custom-House place.

TRACKS A MOOSE FOUR DAYS. 


Roswell G. Brooks, a Minneapolis Sci- 
entist, Loses Himself in the 
Itaska Woods. i 


Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 8—{Sperial.]— 
Roswell G. Brooks of 202 Ridgewoofl ave- 
nue, this city, a scientific explorer, who has 
been for the last month in the forest wilds 
of Itasca County after Zodlogical spetimens 
for the University of Minnesota, -dérrived 
home from Highland, Minn., this morning 
in an enfeebled condition, after having been 
adrift in the timber three days withont food 
or water. 5 

Brooks is an experienced hunter and a 
man skilled in woodcraft. He left Highland 
with one day’s provisions, intending: to ra- 
plenish at a camp sixteen miles out in the 
timber country. When on the road] to this 
camp he struck a moose trail that looked 
fresh and followed it, camping on the trail 
for three days and nights without food or 
drink after the first twelve hours The 
weather was intensely cold. The. mobse zig- 
zagged over eighty-five miles of country, and 
every night Brooks camped on the trail of 
the animal,.unable to build a fire for fear 
that he might alarm his quarry. On the 
fourth day, at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, he 
saw his quarry straight ahead passing a 
bunch of tamaracks. Realizing that the 


| animals must pass an open space ahead, and 


still not sure that the appearance was real, 
he reserved his fire and put two bails from 
a 80-30 Winchester over the heart. The 
moose died in its tracks. f 

Brooks crawled on his hands and knees 
to where the moose lay and, usifg both 
hands for the effort, managed to cut its 
throat. With the instinct of self-pyeserva- 
tion he glued his lips tothe wound and lying 
by the moose with his arms round its neck 
drank the blood of the animal fof fifteen 
minutes. + 

Brooks ate part of the moose’s héart raw 
and then tried to get his bearings. He had 
not the remotest idea where he was, He 
decided to strike south, in the direction of 
Duluth. After going fifteen miles he struck 
an old tote road, which he recognized as one 
he had traversed, and in half a day reached 


KIAO-CHOU is A DEAD WEIGHT. 


Believed Now That Germany Has Made 
a Losing Bargain with 
China. 


London, Jan. 8—The disclos of the de- 
tails and terms of the acquisition of Kiao- 
Chou Bay by Germany momentarily 
the British public, which, however. now re- 
gards Germany's move with all the more 
equanimity as, in the opinion of persons in- 
timately acquainted with China, Kiao-Chou 
Bay is of little commercial value and will 
only be a source Of huge expense for the 
„German Jamesoners.” It the harbor had 
been commerelally valuable, it is pointed 
out, it -would long ago have been made a 
treaty port; but it is said to be completely 
overshadowed by the close proximity of 
flourishing Che Foo. The Province of Shan 
Tung, it is added, is entirely agricultural 
and hardly able to support ite population, 
while the strategic Value of Kiao-Chou Bay 
can be inferred by the fact of Russia, in 
spite of the Cassini treaty, allowing Ger- 
many to occupy it. Altogether, Kiao-Chou 
Bay is not likely to prove à bed of roses. 

The British government maintains a 
ephinx-like reserve regarding Chinese at- 
fairs, and there are vo further revolations 
of its intentions since the statement made 
by the Manchester Guardian on Jan. 3, and 
cabled to the Associated Press at that time, 
which was unquestionably the official view 


| of the situation. A conclusive illustration 


of the attitude of the British government 
is furnished by the presence of warships of 
Great Britain at Chemulpo and Port Arthur, 
and it is likely to be further demonstrated 
by the sending of ships to Kiao-Chou Bay. 

In well informed circles it is asserted that 

it is not likely Great Britain will formally 
protest against the lease of Kiao-Chou Bay 
to Germany; but will confine herself to the 
significant Hint given im the mevements of 
ber fleet, that she intends to claim an equal 
share of all China's concessions in regard 
to all seaports, “ leased or looted,“ as being 
additional treaty ports. 
As a leading diplomat remarked to a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press: The 
statesmen of Berlin and St. Petersburg must 
be strangely unobservant if they imagine 
that either-Great Britain, the United States, 
or Japan will allow them the monopoly of 
the plums.“ 

The Spectator revels in the statement that 
the United States is inclined to support the 
British demand that no exclusive privileges 
be granted to any individual power in China, 
and says: Nothing short of a direct men- 
ace of aggression would tempt any combina- 
tion of continental powers to face the whole 
Anglo-Saxon race united and resolved.” 

It is amusing to notice Russia and France 
courting Japan. Both of them are in deadly 
fear of her forming an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance with Great Britain. As a 
matter or fact, there are things much more 
unlikely than the eventual alliance of Great 
Britain, China, and Japan, and the con- 
tingency would acquire still more probability 
should Great Britain, as it now seems cer- 
tain, guarantee a Chinese loan. At the 
present moment, so far as Great Britain is 
concerned, the loan is the kernel of the whole 
quostion. 

A suggestive piece of news is that Japan 
has purchased two cruisers of 0,000 tons 
each, which have been building in England 
for Chile. 

It is not believed the Chinese loan. if 
completed, will affect the market ior silver. 
As the money is required to pay the Japanese 
war indemnity, and would not’ be sent te 
China, silver could not be utilized. 


SHARP WORDS FOR M’KINLEY. 


Pastor at a Bridgeport (Conn.) Church 
Attacks the President in a 
Pamphlet. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Jan. 8.—I Special. I— The 
Rev. William McNichol, pastor of the Grace 
Methodist Episcopal Church, has stirred up 


strife in his church by a pamphlet which ne 


calls a directory of his church. In the pam- 
phiet he denounces President McKinley as 
follow: a 

“The present occupant of the White 
House, by holding saloon property and serv- 
ing alcoholic liquors at his table, in scorn of 
his church and contempt of public school, 
has dine more to, stultify conscience th the 
great reform than any one man has ever 
done 9r been capable of doing, for he took 
office as a Christian at a time when public 
sentiment would have sustained him and 
applauded him in keeping his own table 
clean. If it be true that no drunkard shall 
enter the kingdom of heaven, there will be 
hard: lines for his sleekness in the judgment.“ 

The Rev. Mr. McNichol, when asked about 
the attack, said: 

IT made no attack on him or amp one else. 
The language in the book is not my own, but 
that.of other noted temperance orators. I 
of ogurse believe in the quotations used and 
think that they are right.“ 

The words about“ the present occupant of 
the White House have no quotation marks. 
When asked about this paragraph Mr. Mo- 
Nichol said: 

It is my view of the President to a letter. 
His example is a frightful one for the young 
and old of this country. The decent people 
of this country are familiar with him, and 
his name will be handed d®wn with dis- 
a vor.“ 

The reference to the President has driven 
from the church several of the trustees and 
most substantial members.

THROUGH TARIFFS AN. ISSUE. 


Action Regarding Their Publication by 
International Lines Is Impossi- | 
ble at Present. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8. — k Special.] — 
No meeting of the Interstate Commerce 
commission has been or will be held until 
the vacancy caused by the retirement of 
Colonel Morrison is' filled, The commission 
has therefore not made any decision to en- 
force the law in regard to the publication 


national lines running part way through 
Canada or Mexico. The attention of the 
commission has been called to the matter 
and action will probably be taken at an eariy 
day. The law has not been enforced in the 
past wholly on account of the negleet of t 

commission itself, as the importance of the 
matter has been completely, overlooked, 
When it is enforced it will not prevent the 
entting of rates by Canadian roads, but 
will only require these roads to do their cut- 
ting openly. 
As exgplained by Secretary Mosely of the 
commission, it appears that under the pres- 
ent n ‘grain or other products 
going from Chicago to Boston may be 
shipped either direct through the territorg 
of the United States or in part through Can- 
ada. The laws do not require the raſtroadg 
wholly in this country to post up a through 
tariff. Each ingividual line of a through 
route must, bawever publish its propor- 
tionate tariff, and this prevents open rate 
cutting. If grain is shipped, say, to De- 


ior to Prescott, reaching Boston from g- 
densburg, the only control exercised by the 
Interstate Commerce commission is over 
the two sections of the lige between Chi. 
cago and Detroit and Ogdensburg and Bea- 
ton. There is, however, a section of the law 
which provides that where freight is re- 
ceived in the Unitéd States, carried through 
a foreign country, and delivered to another 
pluce in the United States, the through tar- 
iff must be published at the office of the 10. 
ceiving line. . 
The law contgins a peculiar provision to 
the effect that he customs officers are not 
to recognize t United States origin o< 
these transit ods unless the tariff. has 
been so publisped. The result of this is 
that without any action by the commission 
the customs officers can force the interna- 
tional lines to post their tariffs, but there 
the matter willend. Secret rate cutting will 


no authority over any line running through 
Canada. For instance, the Grand Trunk 
railroad has à perfect right to make a rate 
from Chicago to Boston, provided it is not 
less than the gym of the rates from Chicago 
to Port Hurén and from Ogdensburg to 
Boston, elimfsating the cost of carriage 
through Canaga entirely. The line wholly 
within. the territory of this country must, 
however, observe the long and short haul 
clause from one end to the ather. It wil 
thus be seen that the discovery of this sec- 
tion of the Interstate commerce law and-its 
application ta the customs service will forcé 
the. Canadian >railroads to make open rates, 
but will have no effect in cutting down their 
competition with the through lines in this 
country.

DEATH IS HER CHOICE. 


MRS. SANDBRINK OF MEMPHiIs cou- 
MITS MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


Deliberately Takes the Life of Dr. S. A. 
Rogers, Whe Has Cheated and 
Ruined Her, and Then Sends a Bal- 
let Into Her Own Body—Story o7 
Her Years of Devotion, Her Finan- 
cial Assistance, and His Immoral 
Course. 


Memphis, Tenn., Jan. 8. —Ispeblal. I- Dr. 
Shep. A. Rogers, known as one of the most 
Skillful surgeons in the South, who was shot 
yesterday afternoon by Mrs. Mary A. Sand- 
brink, died this morning. She first shot 
Dr. Rogers, who was her affianced husband. 
and then shot herself through the heart and 
died instantly. 

Both were well-connected, and the trag- 
edy has caused a profound sensation. Dr. 
Rogers was the professor of surgery in the 
Memphis Hospital Medical College, and 
stood high in the college and in the medical 
profession. Mrs. Sandbrink was the widow 
of Henry Sandbrink. She was young, beau- 
tiful, and beloved by a multitude of friends. 

Before knowing what brought about the 
terrible affair there was condemnation on 
the part of all for Dr. Rogers. Some doubt- 
ed that Mrs. Sandbrink did the shooting, 
and those who were willing to concede the 
fact felt that there was something unbear- 
able to have caused her to commit such a 


"eg Yesterday afternoon Dr. Rogers and 


rs. Sandbrink took a ride seven miles into 
the country, and in the woods that skirt 
Nonconnah Creek the deed was committed, 
A letter lett by Mrs. Sandbrink explains all. 
It was written just prior to her fatal ride. 
It begins: 

His treatment during my trouble, and 

the assistance he lent me after the death 
of my husband and child, made us all look 
upon him as a dear friend of the family. 
Alas, in the sight of death he must have 
chosen me for his victim. I looked upon him 
as the truest, noblest man on earth, and 
only those Who know him well, only those 
who have dealt with him, know how his 
eyes can moisten, how his voice can trem-. 
Such words of com- 
fort and hope were never uttered to a des- 
pairing woman, when I was ready to lie 
down and die with the last thing on earth 
that I had to love—my little baby. O, how 
he pictured to me my friends and kindred, 
and how he would be willing to hejp and 
pave for me a brighter future; that | was 
yet so young; the world held so much for 
me: that it would give me happiness and 
cofitentment. 
e would always be my true friend, and 
assist and advise mein every way possible. 
He did. Through his exertion I obtained 
the position to teach in one of the county 
schools. I learned to look upon him as my 
best friend: With every worrisome business 
matter 1 would go to him for advice. Con- 
sequently he was always a welcome visitor 
in our family.“ 


Qbtains Her Money. 


“Things drifted on so for a year. I began 
to notice that he often looked ill and 
‘wretched. He pleaded illness as the cause. 
One day particulariy I met him on the 
street looking unusually bad. I begged him 
to tell me the cause. He told me that he 
had to pay a note that day and was unable 
to raise the full amount. I offered to let 
him have the money, which he accepted 
after some urging, saying he would call 
that evening for the check.” 

He. came, of course, and while there told 
a pitiful story ot domestic troubles, which 
engaged the sympathy not only of Mrs.; 
Sandbrink but of ‘her entire family. The 
jetter continues: 

„A few months after the first amount I, 
lent him, and for which I have no receipt, 
his wife came in her carriage after me one 
day, saying that Shep was ill and wished to 
see me on business. I went with her and 
found th he was compelled to have 8300. 
I gave him the cush amount and received? 
his note for the same, which can be found. 


among my letters.“ : 
At another time he borrowed $400. The 


letter goes on: 

“ after his wife died his visits were so 
frequent that my sister objected, and I was 
compelled to tell him plainly that his visits 
must cease to avoid criticism. For awhile 
he heeded this and would come only when 
he wanted me to do some copying for him. 
On the following Christmas he came and 
asked me to become his wife. This last 
Christmas two years ago we became en- 
gaged to marry. Intending to make our fu- 
ture home elsewhere, I left for California, 
he promising to come as soon 45 he could 
close his business affairs, and we were to be 


married.”’ 


Apprised of His Shortcomings. 


While out there, waiting and hoping, she 
was apprised of the notorious life Dr. Rogers 
was leading and Mrs. Sandbrink returned. 
home. The writer says again: 

‘**But returning to the time of my return 
from San Francisco and how I found him 
implicated in several escapades with differ- 
ent women. Thus.I found him a drunken 
morphine fiend and profligate. Broken in 
health, a critical operation necessary, n¢ 
money to go to New Orleans, where it was 
necessary to go, he pleaded on his knees for 
me to love him, not to abandon him now 
that he loved me, give him another chancé, 
etc. 

O, world, vou ask why did I cling to hing. 
Tt was too late. I loved him as only «A 
woman can love. I had suffered too much 
already for him, and I always retained hope 
that perhaps I could yet cure him. I had 
not a penny Sf my own. My gold watcha 
little diamond locket, and many little arti- 
cles of value I gave to him when bills pouréd 
in on him from all sides. 1 sewed for my 
sister to make enough money to buy my 
necessary underclothing for the winter.” 

The letter also tells how the writer, after 
all this, when she had received a remittanbe, 
gave the money to him that he might go 
to New Orleans for the necessary treatment. 
She tells how gladly she made the sacriffre. 
Last winter he made renewed promises of 
reform, and Mrs. Sandbrink went away ex- 
pecting him to come for her, but the Cali- 
fornia expericnce was repeated, and she 
writes: : 

** But his oaths were lies. I returned again 
and demanded a settlement. He paid. me 
in all about $100, all of which I used to-pay 
my debts. He will not give me my money. 
He has ruined and wrecked my life, ahd is 
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granted his first naturalization papers in the 
Outagamie Cireuit Court in

Perfidy of Kurts, Bushnell, and Fora- 
ker and the Position of Bach in the 
Fight—The Sherman Precedent of 
ISra—In Negotiations to Secure 
Votes for the Combine Piaces in 
the Public Institutions Are Free- 
ly Tendercd. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 7.—[New York Sun.}]— 
There is more innocence in the combination 
for the politieal assassination of Mark Han- 
na because he is not a Bryan man and has 
been moch caricatured as a bad man chan 
was suspected at first. Concerning Charles 
Kurtz, those who support or excuse him say 
that when he goes to war he is a red Indian 
on a scalp hunt, and that under conditions 
such as exist at present he is far away be- 
yond the control of his civilized allies He 
is an able man and a sick one. His grievance 
consists, in his mind, nox in his removal from 
the chairmanship of the State committee, 
but in the circumstance that Mr. Hanna 
‘was too siow in contradicting a story that 
Kurtz had used $75,000 that belonged to the 
Republican campaign fund of 1896 in build- 
ing a fine house for himself instead of wast- 
ing it in national politics, © 

Mr. Hanna in the midst of his cares did 
not think it worth while to pay personal at- 
tention to the story, pronounced it rot and 
passed it as unimportant, until ex-Secrctary 
Foster, having in intimate acquaintance 
with Kurtz, made it his personal busiress 
to fully state the case to Mr Hanna, who 
then agreed at once to put the contradiction 
in any shape Kurtz would dictate. By this 
time Kurtz had painted himself blood red, 
and to Hanna's offer to sign any statement 
that would be satisfactory sent word that 
he would not thank Hanna for anything 
that he conld. then say, would never forget 
nor forgive him, do him a favor, nor accept 
one from him. This declaration was great- 
ly admired by the partners-of Mr. Kurtz in 
politics, and it certainly showed a touch of 
epigrammatic ability and irritability. 

It was thought that Senator Foraker would 
have prevented the arrival of this stage of 
irreconcilable animosity, but he was so busy 
on the stump that he never heard of thé 
deadly row until told of it after his Cooper 
Union (New York) speech for General Tracy, 
when the war news was incidentally Impart- 
ed to hitn by the Seeretary of War, General 
Alger. This is given by the best authorities 
as the justification of the rebellion of Kurtz, 
who had jong been in fairly profitable and 
honorable. associations and occupations 
through the favor of the Republican party.

DEBTS OF 


HOW THE OBLIGATIONS ASSUMED BY 
GREAT POWERS HAVE GROWN. 


THE NATIONS. 


China Is the Last to Enter the Ranks of 
Debt Burdened Peoples—Compara- 
tive Figures During the Last Twen- 
ty-two Years—What Military Great- 
ness Costs—Autonomy and Its Real 
Meaning to the Cubans. 


~~ 


The efforts of China to get a loan of $80,- 
000,000 in England are a reminder that the 
Celestial Mmpire is now at last definitely 
deprived of its ancient distinction of having 
no public, or at least no foreign, debt. China 
entered the list of debt-burdened nations 
immediately after the Japanese war, being 
driven thereto by the exaction of the com- 
paratively trifling indemnity of $80,000,000. 
She raised a loan ‘in Europe, which did not 
suffice to ri@ her of the Japanese claims, yet 
burdened her to the amount of 8200, 000, C00. 
Now she seeks to increase her debt by 880, 
000,000 more, and will doubtless succeed in 
s0 doing, so easy is it to swell the sum on 
the wrong side of the ledger when once the 
process has been begun. In that, however, 
China will merely join the great majority. 

A statistician in the Pall Mall Gazette has 
reckoned in round numbers the movement of 
the debts ot the chief eighteen nations for 
the twenty years from 1876 to 1806, with 
some intéresting and significant results. In 
the former year the chief debts, in order of 
magnitude, were those of France, $4,500,000,- 
000; Great Britain, $3,900,000,000; the United 
States, $2,400,000,000; Italy, $1,950,000,000; 
Austria-Hungary, $1,910,000,000; Spain, 81, 
$75,000,000; Russia, $1,700,000,000; and Ger- 
many, $1,000,000,000. In twenty years all 
except six of the eighteen—to wit: Great 
Britain, the United States, Spain, Germany, 
India, and Mexico—increased their debts. 
In 1806 the order was considerably changed. 
France still stood easily first, with a debt 
twice. as big as any other’s. Great Britain 
stood second, closely pressed by Austria- 
Hungary. Italy was fourth, Russia fifth, and 
Spain sixth. The United States dropped 
from third to seventh, and the Australasian 
colonies roge from sixteenth to eighth, while 
Germany fell from eighth to sixteenth. 
Mexico fell from fifteenth to eighteenth, and 
Canada rose from éighteenth to seven- 
teenth. However. some other na- 
tions, not in the eighteen of 1876, 
have’ come forward and now have 
larger debts than several of the latter. Thus 
the Argentine Republic and Japan should 
now be fanked seventeenth and eighteenth 
respectively, and Canada and Mexico pushed 
on to the nineteenth and twentieth places. 

The greatest actual increase has heen that 
of. France, amounting to no less than 
$1,900,000,000. Austria-Hungary comes next 
with $1,120,000,000; Russia third with $800,- 
000,000; and Italy fifth, with %620,000,C00. 
These heavy items indicate wha: a burden 
the military system is to thcse nations. Yet, 
by a strange bit of frony, the nation chiefly 
responsible for militarism, Germany, has 
decreased her debt by no less than $575,000, - 
009. The fourth on the list is Australas‘a, 
witn an increase of $845,000,000. On the 
other hand, the largest decrease is credited 
to the United States, $955,000,000: the second 
to Great Britain, $675,000,000: and the third 
to Germany, as already note!. Spaia is 
credited with 110,000, C00 decrease, but the 
last year of war has probably reversed that 
showing. It is also to be borne in mind that 
Germany’s favorable showing is due to 
omission of 2 mention of the debts of the 
individual States. Thus, the national debt 
of Prussia alone is now 81,23 000,000, or 
nearly four times as great as that of the 
whole German Empire. The total of the debts 
of the indivicual States of Germany is more 
than $2,600,000,000.. No acconnt is taken, 
either, of the State debts of this country. 
The proportl on of indebtedness to the pop- 
ulation js; orf course, greatest in France, 
where the yearly charge tor interest now 
amounts to about $5 for each man, woman, 
and child.

No wonder many think auton- 
omy on such terms not worth accepting, 
and prefer to struggle on for independence, 
which will set them free from this burden of 
the Spanish debt.—New York Tribune. 


GREAT DAMAGE DONE BY DOGS. 


Census Figures Show That They Kill 
a. Great Number of Sheep 
Every Year. 


The dogs in.the United States kill nearly 
2 per cent of the sheep in the country every 
year. They killed more than 600,000 sheep 
in the year ending June 1, 1890, when the 
last statistics in regard to the flocks were 
gathered. "The damage done by them is 
greater than phat from any other cause ex- 
in which whole 
flocks of sheep are killed, and disease. In 
six States more damage was done to the 
fiocks of sheep by dogs than by anything 
else. In Florida 9,888 sheep were killed by 
dogs, and only 4,750 by the weather and 
disease, The number killed by dogs. was 
about 9 per cent of the total number of 
sheep in the State. The Florida sheep are 
not exposed to such changes in temperature 
as those on the farms in Nevada, where 128. 
850 died of cold and disease. Only 7,372 
sheep were killed by dogs in Nevada in the 
number of 
deaths from changes in the weather was 
due to unprecedented storms, which caught 
the breeders unprepared and almost halved 
their flocks, 

In South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, 
Louisiana, and Arkansas dogs do more dam- 
age to the sheep than anything else, and 


more than weather conditions and disease 


combined. In Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
and Connecticut the number of deaths in 
the flocks dus to dogs is almost the same as 
that due to ease and the weather. This 
In this State, 


ka, Arizona, and the Dakotas one-fifth as 


much damage is charged to dogs as to the 


other chief causes of loss. 

The dogs. make the best showing in Ver- 
mont, where they killed 3,000 sheep, against 
28,000 which died from disease and exposure 
in an average winter. The Ohio and Michi- 
gan dogs have good records, too, for they 
killed only one-gixth as many sheep as the 
storms and disease. | 

North Carolina and Tennessee dogs are red 
with the blood of sheép. They killed four- 
fifths as many as the other causes of death 
combined. In Kentucky, Texas, West Vir- 
ginia, Indiana, Minnesota, and Iowa the 
dogs did one-half as much damage as other 
causes combined; in Virginia, Missouri, and 
Oklahoma, two-thirds as much; in Illinois 
and Wisconsin; ene-third as much; and in 
Delaware, Maryland. Kansas, California, 
and New Hampshire, one- quarter as much. 

If the winter of 1880 90 had not been a 
bad one for sheep in Nevada. Oregon, Idaho, 
Montana, New Mexico, Utah, Washington, 
and Wyoming, the dogs would make a worse 
showing in the census tables than they do. 
In these States whole flocks on certain 
ranges were exterminated, and thus the 
percentage of deaths due to exposure and 
disease was raised to 6.90 for the whole 
country. The dogs killed nearly 2 per cent 
of the total sheep po tion. 

The sheep raisers don't like dogs as a gen- 


‘eral thing. Many States use the money re- 


ceived from dog taxes to pay for the damage 
they do. In these States some of the farm- 
ers ate not unfriendly to the dogs.

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sheep, will collect the value of it from the 
county and from the owner of the dog that 
killed it. Sheep killing dogs become well 
known in the community where their mas- 
ters live. Sometimes the dogs are such good 
hunters that their masters refuse to allow 
them to be killed and try to keep them from 
doing any damage. Such a dog owner is an 
easy mark for the unscrupulous sheep breed- 
ers. Every time a sheep is killed, dies, or 
disappears the owner will go to the dog’s 
master and demand pay for the animal, 
threatening to have the dog killed if its 
owner does not pay up. 

The dog may be innocent, but beqause it 
bears a bad reputation its owner ae its. If 
there are more owners of sheep rs than 
one, the farmer may collect from each and 
make a good thing of his sheep. He may col- 
lect from the county, too. 

Most dogs that kill sheep are bad dogs all 
the way through, and sportsmen and farmers 
unite in trying to get rid of them. A sheep- 
killing dog is usually a tramp, untrainable, 
and worthless for hunting. Many of the dogs 
that kill sheep are ownerless. The farmers 
shoot them when they can, and sportsmen, 

xious that their dogs shall not be account- 
— bad because of the misdeeds of ownerless 
curs, help them. Some farmers set traps for 
sheep killers. The traps are like wolf traps, 
and are set where a sheep is killed, the body 
of the sheep being used for bait. 

Sheep-killing dogs usually visit the scenes 
of their depredations as a murderer is said 
to haunt the spot where he commits a crime. 
The farmers and breeders count on this, and 
set their traps accordingly. Sometimes they 
put arsenic in the carcass, to make sure that 
the guilty dog shall not escape. 

When a real sheep-killing dog gets into a 
fiock of sheep he kills as many as he can. He 
does not kill for food, but for fun, apparent- 
ly, and he finds his prey easy, for the sheep 
can't fight back and don't know enough to 
run. They can't run fast enough to escape, 
anyway, and their only hope of salvation 
lies in seattering. This the sheep won't do, 
but persist obstinately in following the bell 
wether while the dog kills them.—New York 
Sun. . 


Mexico’s Drain Canal Is Finished. 


Comparatively few people have kept any 
track of the work on the big drainage caral 
which is to drain the valley of Mexico. It 
was a stupendous undertaking, and, includ- 
ing the tunnel, has cost up to date over 21,- 
000,000 hard adobe dollars. The work, how- 
ever, is finished. Pearson & Sons discharged 
3.000 men last Saturday, and only a few 
men remain doing up the odds and ends.

PARSON IS A DANCING MASTER. 


Jersey City Has a Clergyman Who 
Teaches Mazes of the Waltz at Six 
Cents a Lesson. 


In Jersey City there lives a clergyman who 
believes in dancing, and purposes to purify 
it by restriction. He- intends that all the 
young people in his gongregation who want 
to master the mysteries of the waltz shall 
be given an rtunity to learn at the rate 
of six cents a n. 

The name of this minister is the Rev. Dr. 
E. L. Stoddard. He has been the rector of 
N. John’s Episcopal Church for the last 
quarter of a eentury, and he numbers in 
his congregation many of the most pros- 
perous and best-Known citizens. Further- 
more, the rector of St. John's is one of the 
most popular preachers in the State of New 
Jersey. 

Dr. Stoddard told a Sunday World re- 
porter that his idea of organizing a dancing 
class originated from what he saw at “ so- 
clables held in his church. Among other 
things he noticed that a majority ot the 
young people in attendance didn’t appear to 
be enjoying themselves. 

It was then that he evolved the general 
outline of his scheme for a church dancing 
class. When he made the announcement to 
the Bible class that he intended to organize 
a church dancing class he gave his reasons 
in a few terse sentences. He began by say- 
ing that he saw no harm in a properly con- 
Furthermore, he had a two- 
fold object in instituting the proposed 
class. In the place, by doing so the 
church will be able to Keep those whose 
hearts are fixed upon learning to dance 
from the evils that might result from at- 
tendance at a publie dancing class, where 
the tuition fees are high and the society is 
of a mixed and uncertain quality. 

The rector has liberal views of how his 
class in dancing shall be organized and 
maintained. The membership is not to be 
restricted to members of his own church or 
Sunday school, The church girls will be 
allowed to introduce young men of other de- 
nomitiations. These young men may not 
only become membefs of the class, but will 
have an opportunity to act as escorts to the 
young ladies. The dancing lessons will be 
given in the gymnasium, which was built 
and is managed by the officials of the church, 
There is to be one lesson a week. 

Dr. Stoddard is a man of liberal and pro- 
gressive ideas. Three or four years ago he 
organized a debating society from the mem- 
bers Of his congregation and called it the 
Cosmopolitan club. The idea proved popu- 
lar. The cosmopolitan scheme developed 
shorthand and singing classes, cooking 
schools; lecture.course, and physical culture 
classes.—New York World.

red-hot steel; and not only that, but a mag- 
net that will pick up half a dozen huge steel 
plates and drop them, one at a time, with 
perfect regularity, quickly and quietly. One 
of the company’s magnets is especially de- 
signed for handling the hot plates and ingots 
of steel, no difficulty whatever being found 
in handling a 6,000 or 8,000 pound ingot at a 
low red heat. As a labor saving apparatus 
these huge magnets are declared to be be- 
yond comparison, working swiftly and silent- 
ly, and saving an immense amount of time: 
in fact, the limit of their speed of action has 
never yet been discovered, because it has 
never been considered wise to test them to 
their fullest capacity, the ordinary, every- 
day rate of speed being found sufficient to 
fulfill all requirements, But previous to the 
introduction of the magnet the work which 
it accomplishes required a far greater ex- 
penditure of time and more men and ma- 
chinery, nor was the work ever done so 
efficiently. | 

The problem of the most available and effi- 
cient method of public lighting still remains 
to be solved, service and economy being the 
great desiderata. The plan of very high 
towers with clusters of electric lamps, cal- 
culated to light extensive areas, is generally 
declared to have proven a falflure, leading to 
their abandonment; towers of 125 tc 150 
feet, supporting two to four lamps, and 
placed at frequent intervals, are reported in 
a few instances as being successful, but in 
many cthers have been superseded by differ- 
ent arrangement. The suspension of elec- 
tric lamps at the center Gf street intersec- 
tions, the method most generally adopted. 
has been regarded as somewhat desirable 
because of the superior radiation, but on the 
score of appearance the mast arm is pro- 
nounced much preferable.

Pekin. The French commission says that 
France must do two things to win success in 
the Chinese trade, She must send men to 
China to introduce the goods she exports, 
and her merchants must be persistent and 
patient, for success cannot be won in a day 
in the Orient. 

All New York merchants in the Oriental 
trade believe that Europe is determined to 
accelerate the opening of China to commerce 
and that the present action of Germany and 
Russia is the forerunner of a general Eu- 
ropean movement to throw China open, from 
end to end, before many years elapse, to 
Western commerce. The reason why the 
powers scrambled for Africa and all the un- 
appropriated lands in the Pacific was be- 
cause Europe was suffering greatly from 
overproduction. Markets must be found for 
their products if Great Britain and her neigh- 
bors on the continent continue to prosper; 
and here is China with 400,000,000 people, 
far advanced in civilization, and with vast 
resources, the greatest field for new com- 
merce that the world offers. 


Germany Is Building Ships. 

Germany is building Hght-draft boats for 
the ascent of Chinese rivers. This means 
that she knows of the four littlé streame that 
flow into Kiao-Chou Bay, where her squad 
ron lies at anchor, and are navigable tor 
small boats from twenty to sixty miles inland 
among the rugged hills of the -Shantung 
Peninsula. Many other streams entering 
other bays along the same coast are high- 
ways of the junk trade. They lead into the 
heart of one of the richest provincés 
of China, for Germany has estab- 
lished herself on the coast of the 
most populous province but one in the 
empire, a province more densely thronged

Hans von Bulow’s Romance. 


Dr. Hans von Bülow, the distinguished 
pianist, cynic, and musical genius, wno died 
at Cairo, Egypt; in 1894, furnished in his 
life another striking example of a man of 
extraordinary and brilliant artistic talents 
who willingly stirrendered his wife to an- 
other man when he found she did not love 
him. This he did after she had borne him 
three children, upon the conviction that life 
would no longer be endurable for either 
husband or wife if the union were continued. 

The romance of Von Bulow's life, so far 
as love and marriage were concerned, be- 
came dead sea fruit. Wedded early in his 
musical career to Cosima, the daughter of 
Liszt and the Countess d’Agoult, she was 
taken away from him after a few years of 
marital misery by a greater man, by Richard 
Wagner, whose indispensable helpmeet and 
alter ego she absolutely became. Not only 
did Von Biilow not regret this desertion, but 
he became one of the stanchest friends and 
adherents of Wagner.

The Countess d’Agoult was beau- 
tiful, even in her aid age, and coquettish to 
an extreme ‘degree: Her dress was always 
pearl gray, covered with lace, and in order 
to make herself appear transparent she had 
her bedroom hung with black velvet. Liszt 
and the Countess Hved in Bellaggio, on the 
banks of Lake Como, for years, and the 
eause of their separation has never been 
fully explained. i 

Frau Cosima was not Wagner’s first wife, 
he having married an actress named Minna 
Planer in 1836. She was a prosaic, domestic 
woman, who had fo understanding of her 
husband’s greatness, but she bore, especially 
in their first years, the trials of life without 
grumbling, and wag an excellent housewife. 
Wagner has himself said in his autobio- 
graphical sketch: 

“The year which I spent in Königsberg 
was entirely lost tomy art through the pet- 
tiest cares. I wrote but a single overture, 
entitled Rule Britannia." I was in love, 
married in a fit of obstinate recklessness, 
tortured myself and others under the dis- 
agreeable influence of a home without the 
means to keep it up; and thus sank into the 
misery which ruins? thousands upon thou- 
sands.”’ : 

But when Cosima came to his side his fame 
and position were segure, and she knew how 
to delight her husband by playing to him 
his own music. :

Evatima Tardo Comes and As- 
tonishes Chicago Doctors. 


SNAKE BITES HARMLESS. 


First Clinic Is Given in the Post- 
Graduate Hospital. 


HAT PIN THROUGH HER ARM. 


In Her Fifth Year the Venom of a Cobra 
Did Not Hurt Her. 


SHE BREAKS PHYSIOLOGY’S LAWS, 


RS. HVATIMA TARDO appeared at 


her first Chicago clinic in the Post- 
Graduate Medical College, Twenty- 


fourth and Dearborn streets, last 


Wednesday. She was at once opera- 
tor and subject. She astonished all the med - 
ical men and women present and brought 
them to confession that the science of physi- 
ology did not fairly cover her case. Hypno- 
tism was appealed to in explanation, but it 
in no wise cleared up her mysterious qual- 
ities. The woman boasts that she is entirely 
lacking in the sense of feeling, and in the 
post-graduate clinic she apparently made 
good her claim. Said she: 

“I never had a pain in my life; I don’t 
know what an ache is. Iam always happy, 
never sad.“ Beatific state! 

For sixteen of the twenty-six years of her 
life Mrs. Tardo has been traveling over the 
world exhibiting her faculties, or lack of 
faculties, to physicians, surgeons, and med- 
ical students. 
visited Chicago. The profession here had 
heard stories of her and had seen references 
to her in treatises on abnormal human be- 
ings, and so her advent to the city a few 
days ago with a bex of snakes was hailed 
with some pleasure and much interest on 
the part of the doctors. 

It required ten days or more, however, to 
induce the conservative members of the pro- 
fession to take her into the colleges and 
thus it chanced that not until last week did 
she appear before an assembly in an amphi- 
theater. None of the students at the Post- 
Graduate were missing from their seats 


‘when the hour for the surgical clinic at 


which this strange woman was to appear 
came around. The men and women of the

classes looked at her with skeptical, halt- 
amused glances when she appeared in the 
narrow pit where the surgeon and his three 
assistants stood, all in their white gowns.

In 
spite of the pink and white paint on her 
cheeks, she was of good natural color, and 
was indeed a pretty example of the West 
Indian woman. In her handa she carried a 
selection of “instruments,” at which the 
surgeon and his assistants looked askance. 
The instruments were cheap hat pins and 
knitting needles, and when the surgeon pro- 
posed to substitute a set of his carefully 
washed and disinfected tools she declined.

A principal] 
feature of her exhibitions was to allow vene- 
mous reptiles to sink their fangs into her 
fiesh, to let the poison ooze out again, and 
to permit the physicians to make any tests 
that would convince them of its fatal quality 
This exhibition with the snakes she had 
given in a doctor’s office earlier in her stay 
in Chicago before a number of physicians, 
one of whom was Dr. John Little Morris of 
the Plaza Hotel, but her snakes had died and 
she was unable to exhibit these powers, or 
this immunity, at the Post-Graduate clinic. 

Accordingly, after making this snake” 
announcement, Mrs. Tardo said: 

Now, with your undivided attention for 
a few moments, I will prove to you that I 
have complete anzesthesia, that I am devoid 
of feeling from the crown of my head ¢o the 
soles of my feet; in other words, that I am 
Physic 
wondered at me, but have not Ale 
particular physiological law my case vio- 
lates. Many have advanced the theory that 
the connection between my sensorium and 
the sympathetic gangjia has been hroken. 
Others believe my condition is due to the 
non-development of the gray globuies in the 
medulla oblongata. At all events, I claim 
my condition is congenital.“ 

The first number on Mrs. Tardo’s pro- 
gram ' was to plunge a hat pin clear through 
the biceps muscle of her left arm. She ex- 


erted evident pressure in driving the steel

Of-Interest to Physicians. 

When she was 10 years of age she began 
to attract the attention of the medical world 
and since then she has gone everywhere, 
giving exhibitions to physicians. She says 


she has never been in a museum and never 


will be. The pay she receives in the way of 
contributions from medical classes supports 
her. She has made nine trips to Europe, and 
in the spring is going to Paris again. Her 
parents had none of her.qualities, neither 
have her three living brothers nor her sister, 
who is dead. She declares she never was 
sick a day in her life. 

“Intoxicating liquors have no effect on 
me,” she said. “ Besides feeling, my other 
senses are normal—excepting taste, which is 
somewhat impaired. I-am unable to distin- 
guish between two delicate flavors. I think 
my sense of smell is as good as the average 
person’s. The most exhilarating thing in 
my experience is the bite of a snake. I I 
am bitten several times in a day I feel in the 
condition that I suppose is like that sought 
by victims of opiates—in a drowsy calm.”

PICTURES SENT BY WIRE. 


New Device Solves . Difficult Problem 
and Increases Newspaper 
. Possibilities. 


Last week the New York Herald made the 
first use ot an invention which enables pic- 
tures to be telegraphed to any distance. The 
tests have been uniformly and completely 
successful, and the device is now in daily 
operation. Ernest A. Hummel of St. Paul 
is the inventor, and he will certainly realize 
A fortune from his machine. 

The picture to be transmitted is first drawn 
on a piece of tin four and a half inches 
Square. That piece of tin is placed on a sta- 
tionary bed in the transmitter and locked 
in. The drawing is uppermost. There isa 
similarly constructed bed on the receſving 
instrument, but locked in this bed are two 
pieces of white paper, also four and a half 
inches square, between which is laid a piece 
of carbon paper of the same size. An arm 
on the transmitter reaches over the picture. 
This arm looks like half of a walking beam 
such as is seen on a sidewheel steamboat, 

At the extreme or outer end of this arm Is 
a platinum point that rests on the tin plate. 
The arm is attached to a carriage that works 
forward and backwari on slides and is kept 
in movement by a complicated piece of clock- 
work, which is in turn kept wound by a No. 
2 Porter motor. The little motor is supplied 
by storage batteries for local use. 

As the arm passes backward and forward 
the platinum point encounters the drawing, 
the lines of which are in shellac. As the point 
passes over the shellac—a non-conductor of 
electricity—the circuit is opened. The open- 
ing of the circuit closes the local circuit of 
the receiving instrument at the other end of 
the wire. While the local circuit is closed 
the receiver is at work. 

At the receiving end of the line, or, in other 
words, when the machine is printing the 
picture on the pieces of paper between which 
the carbon paper is placed, there is an arm 
extending over the parer somewhat similar 
in construction to the arm over the tin plate. 
This arm carries an electro-magnet which op- 
erates a hard steel point almost as sharp as 
a pin. 

When the circuit is opened by the trans- 
mitter it draws the needle in the receiver 
down on the paper. Wherever a shellac line 
o¢ecurs in the original drawing the steel point 
in the receiver records a black line. The arm 
in the receiver is moved backward and for- 
ward by the same construction of clockwork 
as in the transmitter. 

The instruments at first appearancs look 
like two miniature printing presses, with 
their carriages shooting backward and for- 
ward over the flat beds where the pictures 
show. The lateral motion, it will be remém- 
bered, produces in the receiver simply a 
straight line, the length of which is regulated 
by the length of time the platinum point 
takes to travel over it. 0 

The clockwork in both instruments must 
be so regulated that both carriages will 
work together to a nicety. At the end of 
every trip made by the carriage on the re- 
ceiver the time of its beginning another trip 
is corrected by the transmitter. 

As a matter of illustration and for the bet- 
ter understanding of the telegraphing of a 
picture, let us put it in this way. The artist, 


we will say, has drawn an outline picture of- 


a man with wavy hair and mustache. The 
picture is placed in the transmitter and the 
arm is slid along so that when the machine is 
started it will begin to work at the top of 
the hair. 

The platinum point first strikes the top- 
most wave in the hair, and the receiver re- 
cords a short line. The next point touched by 
the platinum is one fifty-sixth part of an 
inch below the first line, and so on down 
until the picture, when shown, is composed 
of thin lines running parallel with one an- 
other and only differing in length as the 
shading is required. 

The mechanism in both instruments is in- 
tricate and shows remarkable mechanical 
skill. The inventor claims that they can be 
readily understood by a person who will give 
a careful study. In this way he believes that 
the instruments could be readily handled by 
artists who were compelled to attend con- 


ventions or other large mee tings at distances.

Will Meet Detroit Commandery. 


The Detroit Commandery will reach the 
city tomorrow at 8 p. m. and will be met at 
Dearborn Station by St. Bernard Command- 
ery.

Something over $12,000 a year is 
required to maintain the institution, and to 
provide this sum the Masonic orders of this 
jurisdiction devote much attention. A mid- 
summer outing and the midwinter ball pro- 
vide the greater part of the needed funds.

An American girl wore the next prettiest 
gown, which was of white point d’esprit 
and deep edge lace. It was the least bit 
creamy, and was made up most fetchingly.

This skirt 
floated free over one of creamy taffeta, and 
there was a slight demi-train. 

The bodice was hered full, of the point 
d’esprit, and cut low, with straps over the 
shoulders puffed with point d’esprit.

SOCIALISM, 
recent novels, two of

their theme Christian socialism,” None 


No less than thre 


‘of these writers appears to have any defi- 


nitely formulated conception of ‘what. 
„Christian socialism “ means, and the read - 
er is left to a bewilderment in which noth- 
ing seems quite clearly proved except that 
he has been the victim of theoretical hys- 
teria.» Politics and religion have been di- 
vorceé for good. ‘Christian socialism is a 
reactionary attempt to bring them together 
again. It began ip England fifty years ago. 
Its leaders now best remembered were 
Charles Kingsley and Thomas Hughes. As 
taught by them it meant: 

1. tianity should be directly applied to the 
ordinary business ot life, competition giving way 
to cooperative assodiations in which all might 


work together as brothers. 
2. Mere political socialism will not accomplish 


the end desired; there must be an inner change 
brought about by education and elevation of char - 


acter through Christianity. 

Locke himself might have written the 
first: of these two articles of faith, for it 
was he who said that “loving our neigh- 
bors as ourselves is a fundamental truth 
for regulating human society.” This is 
simply the golden rule” of Christianity, 
and, while it furnished a theoretical bond of 
sympathy between Christianity and State 
socialisw, belongs exclusively to neither. 
John Stuart Miilisays: “ What is charac- 
teristic of socialism is the joint ownership 
by all the members of the community of the 
instruments and means of production.” 


Thie is purely au economic and polit’cal 


problem. with whith religion has nothing to 
do. A later definition of socialism (Century 
Dictionary) reads: 

Any theory or system of social organization 
which would aboltsh entirely or in great part the 
individual effort and ¢ompetition on which modern 
society rests. 

Does not the Christian religion lay great 
stress on individaal responsibility? In 
this vital characteristic Christianity and 
state socialism aré distinctively antagonis- 
tie. 

Numerous den e have been made dur 
ing the last half century to demonstrate the 
practicability of Christian socialism. They 
have all failed ighominiously. Several of 
these communities have dwindled through 
mere inanition té the vanishing point, 
Others have been wrecked through corrupt 
and designing leaders. The most preten- 
tious, and perhaps the most honest, effort 
of all was that known in history as the Iil- 
which Thomas 
Hughes, the father of Christian socialism, 
established in Tennessee. It did not fail 
because Christianity was a failure, but be- 
cause socialism was a failure. 

Christianity is too broad to link itself to a 
political dogma. Thomas Hughes proba- 
bly would have instautly rejected “ Chris- 
tian science” as illogical and impossible, 
yet the Christian Scientists make use of his 
ewn arguments to support their views, 
State socialism belongs to the realm of po- 
litical science, just as medicine and surgery 
belong properly to physical science. The 
moral, the mental, and the physical, While 


ef the utmost importance to each oF | 


where ‘they come into contact, have each 
their separate planes and independent 
spheres of action. 

It is difficult to necount for this resurrec- 
tion of Christien socialism, unless it is a 
belated outgrowth of what is known as the 
Oxford or university settlement movement 
which furnished Mrs. Humphry Ward the 
subject for her most successful novel. But 
State socialism is not taught at Toynbee 
Hall any more than it is at Hull House, 
The Christian science novels of the last few 


weeks, however, have had much of the 


Robert Elsmere idea—without its fla vor 
with the addition of a great deal of poor po- 
litieal economy, perhaps born of the pre- 
vailing agitation for municipal ownership 
of quasi-public institutions. 


THE PRIMARY ELECTION LAW. 

The appeal which has been made to the 
Legislature for the enactment of a more 
rigid primary election law comes from 
this city, Nobody in the country districts 
is asking for suchalaw. Yet primaries are 
held there as woll as in the city. There are 
unserupulous politicians and“ machines 
in the country as well asin the city. Why 
is it, then, that no complaints—or very in- 
freqnent complaints—come from that part 
of the State about “ dishonest primaries ”? 

The main reason is that the percentage 
of voters who habitually go to the primaries 
is much larger in the country than in the 
eity. As the attendance increases the op- 
portunities for fraud decrease, When the 
contest at the primaries is one in which 
nearly all the party members in a township 
participate there is not likely to be any 
open, flagrant cheating. 

The country people take more interest in 
primaries and in elections of all kinds than 
eity people do. They have not as many 
things to interest them. Then a large per- 
centage of them are taxpayers and hence 
take a personal concern in everything con- 
nected with the choice of the men who are 
to collect and expend taxes. 

An increasing number of Chicago Re- 
publicans keep away from the primaries re- 
ligiously. The general excuse they give is 
they would be cheated if they went to 
them. The truth is that ordinarily their 
minds are so\full of other matters that they 
would not go though the primaries were 
conducted by angels. 

What these Republicans do is to wait til! 
the primarie$ liave been held, the delegates 
selected, and the nominations made. If the 
candidates of their party do not suit them, 
for some good or peor reason, then they de- 

unce the “:bosses " for having picked out 
such poor miaterial. It eannot be denied 
that these bosses do sometimes offer the 
voters some éxceedingly poor stuff. 

Then these dissatisfied Republicans either 
do not vote at all, or, in order to punish the 


men who picked out the obnoxious candi- 


dates, they vote for the men put up by the 
“ bosses” of, the other party, or they sup- 
port independent candidates and defeat the 


party nominees, 


It is claimed that if a primary election 
law were enacted which would keep out 
dishonest votes and insure the correct 
counting of honest votes the men who have 
been in the habit of staying away from the 
primaries au then jumping on” candi- 
dates who did not suit them would go to the 
primaries accept the result, even if it 


went 
Perbaps would. The possibility that 


‘they might de so and the admitted fact that 
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needed. 


passed the voters will not take any more 
Interest in the primaries than they do now. 


They may continue to devote themselves to 


business or to amusements and not give the 
primaries a thought until after the conven- 


‘tions have been held. 


Then there is another fact which must not 
be lost sight of now. At present the voters 
in a majority of the wards, without distinc- 
tion of party, send tough Aldermen to the 
Council, They elect men whom they know 
to be boodlers because they are boodlers. 
Can it be assumed that in such wards hon- 
est, decent men will be nominated if the pri- 
maries are decently conducted? Will the 
Voters be any more virtuous at the primaries 
than they have been at the. polls? 

If the majority of the voters stood ona 


‘higher mora! plane than they do now the 


primaries would be more honestly conduet- 
ed than they are and no law would be 
Boodle ‘candidates woyjd not be 
nominated, even by a “machine,” for it 
would be known they would be defeated. 
But as long as voters prefer boodlers they 
will be nominated, even at the most fairly 
and honestly conducted primaries. 


THE BUTCHERS GUARANTY. 
The Supreme Court of this State has de- 
cided that— 


Where articiés of food are purchased from a re- 
tail dealer for immediate consumption the conse- 
quences resulting from the purchase of an unsound 
article may be so serious and may prove so dis- 
astrous to the health and life of the consumer that 
public safety demands that there should be an 
implied warranty on the part of the vender that 
the article sold is sound and fit for the use for 
which it was purchased. 


Over four years ago a Chicago butcher 
sold some pork which contained trichire. 
All the members of the family eating it were 
made very sick. The butcher was sued for 
damages. The Circuit and Appellate Courts 
held in favor of the defendant on the ground 
that the seller of articles of food for imme- 
diate consumption does not guarantee the 
wholesomeness of the articles. 

The Supreme Court is of a different opin- 
ion so far as retailers are concerned, Where 
meats or provisions are sola on the market 
not for consumption but for sale to others 
there is no guaranty; the middleman must 
rely on his own vigilance to protect himself. 

The court admits that the rule laid down 
by it regarding the responsibility of retail- 
ers may be deemed harsh, but it is con- 
tended that the dealer is so much better 
able than the consumers to tell whether the 
food products he sells are fit for use that 
he ought to be held liable as a guarantor 
on the ground of public policy. 

Cases are happening constantly in this 
city of people being made ill--and dying 
sometimes—by reason of spojlt meats, fish, 
ete., which they buy at the meat markets. 
Occasionally the dealer has his doubts about 
the soundness of some of the stuff he has on 


hand and therefore offers it at a low price 


to work it off: Sometimes beef which it is 
evident is just going to spoil is corned and 
sold with disastrous consequences to the 
consumer, 

When dealers come to learn of the Su- 
preme Court decision and of the new re- 
sponsibility which it puts on them they will 
probably be more eautious than they are 
now. They will examine their purchases 
from the wholesalers more closely, and will 
not sell meats they think may be bad, and 
thus make themselves liable to costly dam - 
age suits, 
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CHINESE War ENTERPRISES. : 
The atten whieh is just now being at- 
tratted towurds the — pulpy 
mass known as the Chinese Empire, in 
view of the plang of the western European 
powers for its dismemberment, gives espe- 
cial, interest to every well considered and 
instructive publication bearing upon the 
present domestic condition of the empire 
and its inhabitants. An article of this char- 
acter is furnished in the Forum for the eur- 
rent month from the pen of Mr. Clarence 
Cary under the title of China and Chinese + 
Railway Concessions.” 

Although, as the title of Mr. Cary’s paper 
indicates, it is devoted especially to a dis- 
cussion of railway enterprises in the “ Flow- 
ery Kingdom,” its chief interest will be 
found at this time in the light it incidentally 
throws upon the domestic and political con- 
ditions there existing. On these points, 
during a somewhat protracted stay in the 
empire while waiting for eireumstances to 
take form favorable to the enterprise which 
had been the oceasion of his visit, he had 
ample opportunities for taking observa- 
tions. 

The immediate object of Mr. Cary’s visit 
was to act in the capacity of legal adviser 
to a party of American railway promoters 
who visited China in December, 1896, to 
investigate a project for the construction 
of an important railway line, and as he re- 
mained several months the information 
which he acquired ts, of course, of recent 
date, The interest which this enterprise 
and others of like character had excited 

among contractors and capitalists of this 
and other countries is indicated by the fact 
that an English party having the same ob- 
ject in view crossed the Pacific on the same 
vessel, while another, composed of Amer- 
icans and Canadians, just failed of reach- 
ing the vessel before its departure from 
port. At Shanghai it was learned that the 
representative of a strong German syndi- 
cate had taken passage on a special steam- 
er for Pekin, while American rivals were 
already on the ground, and French and 
Belgian arrived still later, Mr. Cary's con- 
clusion is that the English are never lack- 
ing, being well to the front in affairs of the 
far East, while the Russians may be always 
reckoned on as burrowing effectively in any 
Asiatic background,” 

While foreign promoters are attracted by 
the generous promises and earnest solicita- 
tions of the Chinese themselves, who enter- 
tain the most inflated notions of 
the value of Chinese concessions, 
though apparently incapable of de- 
veloping them themseives, the estimation 
in which their visitors are held by the mass 
of the Chinese populace remains un- 
changed, as shown by the title generally 
applied to them of “ foreign devils.” As 
for the promoters, in spite of their numbers, 
there appears to be a remarkable uniform- 
ity in their experience, as, after spending 
months in pursuit of what has been called 
the China hallucination,” they generally 
sail away empty-handed, That this is like- 
ly to be the case with even greater fre- 
quency in the future may be inferred from 
the disorganized and chaotie condition of 
affairs in the empire at the present time 
and the hopeless bankruptcy of its treasury, 

And yet the opportunity for future devel- 
opment when the Chinese people finally 
wake up, as their neighbors, the Japanese, 
have done, may be judged by the fact that, 
with an ares of over 1,300,000. sq=zare miles 
in China proper—and nearly four and a 
quarter millions in the whole empire—and 
a population estimated at 300 to 400 mil- 
lions, there are only 320 miles of railroad in

,of the distance by camel trains, The first 
railroad built in China extended from 
Shanghai to Woosung, its deep water port, 
a distance of about fourteen miles, but was 
torn up in obedience to the prejudices of the 
Chinese populace, The reconstruction of 
this line is now projected. 

The attention of foreign concession-seek- 
ers has been especialy directed of late to a 
line over 700 miles in length, projeeted from 
Pekin to Hankow, at the junction of the 
Han River with the Yang-tse-Kiang, which 
includes the cighty miles already mentioned 
as in course of construction to the vicinity’ 
of the Western Hills coal felds. A chiet 
incentive to the construction of this line, it 
is said, has been the advantage it would 
afford to the government for retreating from 
Pekin in case it is compelled to seek safety 
in the heart of the empire, burning itg 
bridges behind it.” 

In the event of its construction it bas alse 
beeu proposed to extend it 700 miles farther 
south to Canton, thus passing through the 
heart of the empire. It was with reference 
to this enterprise that Mr, Cary and other 
agents to whom he refers made their visits 
to China. Their negotiations were ¢onr 
ducted with Sheng-Tajen, the Director 
General of the imperial railway ndminis- 


tration, whom Mr. Cary describes aas 


keen-faced, courtly mandarin, with half- 
closed yet always alert eyes, whose cere- 
mor ious manner and easy affablicy never 
disguised a hard, tenacious purpose.“ One 
of the essential ingredients of success in 
obtaining this or any other conéession 
seems to have been a liberal. advance of 
foreign capital at a low rate of interest, 
and the prize was finally won by a Belgian 
syndicate. Its snecess is still problematical, 
however, as it depends upon their ability to

DEATH OF MAJOR HANDY. 
The dispatches announce this morning the 
sudden passing away of Major Moses P. 
Handy at Augusta, Ga., whither he had 


repaired with the purpose of regaining his 


health, which was seriously_impaired dur- 
ing his recent visit to Paris as special com- 
missioner for the United States to the ex- 
position of 1900. Probably few men have 
been better known, though he has held no 


high public office, or will leave behind them 


a larger circle of friends. He was of 
Southern birth and served in the Confed- 
erate army. Since the war he had heen 
prominently connected with journalism, 


beginning his newspaper career on the 


Richmond (Va.) Dispatch, and serving 
théreafter successively on the New York | 
Tribune as correspondent and 
writer, the Richmond Enquirer, Philadel- 
phia Times, Philadelphia Press, and the 
Times-Herald ef this city, in which paper 
he had a bright and spirited column of his 
own as well as doing general editorial 
work. ‘The last position he left temporarily 
to serve as special commissioner to the 
Paris exposition, a duty for which he was 
well fitted, having had valuable experience 
in connection with the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial and as the Chief of the Bureau of 
Promotion and Publicity in the Chicago 
World's Fair. The Major, however, will 
be most generally missed as a promoter of 
social pleasure and good-fellowship. As 
the President of the Clover club of Phila- 
delphia and a member of the Fellowship 
club of this city and as a prominent and 
cheery figure in social functions he had 
made a host of friends, not alone by his 
geniality and wit as an after-dinner speak- 
er, but by his kindliness of heart, his 
charming bonhomie, and his delightful 
and optimistic qualities as a comrade. He 
was at all times the promoter of good feel- 
ings and was an ever welcome guest among 
men of all classes, parties, and beliefs, 
There is hardly a city in the country in 
which’ he will not be missed and his death 
sadly regretted as a man who enjoyed life 
and contributed much to others’ enjoyment 
also.

TROUBLE FOR KENTUCKY BOURBONS. 

The Democratic members in the Ken- 
tucky Legislature have been passing 
through a terrible ordeal, all in consequence | 
of the reconstruction through which the 
party has had to pass in adjusting itself to 
changed political conditions in which the 
negro is recognized as a man. It came 
about in this way: On Tuesday evening 
last the Demoeratic members of the House 
of Representatives met at Frankfort for 
the purpose of nominating candidates for 
offices to be voted for in the organization of 
the House the next morning. Only the 
names of colored men were presented for 
the office of “ Assistant Cloakroom Keep- 
er,“ and this imposed upon the members in 
caucus the humiliating necessity of voting 
for a negro er not voting at all. In the 
final “roundup” twenty-four stalwarts, 
with Spartan-like firmness, refused to vote 
at all—several of them declaring that they 
had taken an oath never to vote for a negro. 
Others took their medicine with many 
grimaces, declaring that they had eome “ to 
extend the olive branch and recognize the 
negro as a factor in Kentucky polities.” 
One of the recalcitrants, when charged with 
failure to stand by his party in refusing to 
vote in eaueus, vindicated himself by an- 
nouncing that he would vote for a negro 
or a yellow dog if nominated by a catcus”; 
still another, with an equally lofty patriot- 
ism, proclaimed that he was for the Demo- 
cratic party if it declared for mud.” After 
a liberal display of skyrocket oratory a 
negro by the popular name of Smith was 
nominated and elected next day, though 
some of the members who have been ac- 
customed to be waited on by negroes at 
home may refuse to trust their hats and 
overcoats to one of thé inferior race as an 
official, It is such fearful thro2s as this 
that the Democracy has come to endure in 
its new birth.

SMOKE SHIELD FOR FIREMEN. 


It Enables Them to Stay Fifteen or 
Twenty Minutes in Dense Fumes 


Without Injury. 


A new invention has been put on the mar- 
ket recently which, the inventor says, will 
do much toward increasing the efficiency of 
the fireman and make his calling less haz- 
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FIREMAN’S RBSPIRATOR AND GOGGLES. 


ardous. The invention is called a smoke 
protector,” but is really a shield made of 
fine wire cloth and rubber. The wire screen 
is strapped across the mouth and the rubber 
fits closely over the nose. All air taken into 
the lungs must come through a damp sponge 
which is fastened on the outside of the 
screen. Equipped with the protector and a 
pair of goggles with rubber rims which fit 
tightly to the head, a man may go into dense 
smoke and remain there for fifteen or twenty 
minutes, according to the statement madé by 
the inventor. 

“ Firemen frequently have to leave a build- 
ing, not because of the fire but on account 
of the smoke,” he said, “‘ and fires gain head- 
way on that account.“ 

The protector has also been used with good 
success in mines where thick smoke had 
gathered, and in workshops where smoke 
cannot be excluded. The device does not 
add to the beauty of the person who wears 
it, but it may be the means of saving lives 
and property.—New York Tribune.

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ARGENTINE WHEAT SURPLUS EST I- 
MATES ATTRACT ATTENTION. 


Heavy Clearances and Better Cash De- 
mand the Opposing Influence—May 
Price Close to Puts Instead of Call- 
Fluctuation on Reports of New Or- 
leans Clearances—Heavy Buying of 
Ribs Credited te Cudahy—Hog Re- 
ceipts Are Light, 


Instead of keeping close to calls, as on 
Friday, the price of May wheat during a 
great part of the session was jus: above puts. 
May wheat never really sold within the 
range covered by the privileges, as the low 
point was 914%@91\%c, and only a small lot 
changed hands at that price. The entire 
range was about \%c, and the market covered 
the most of this range during the last half 
hour. The speculative market is not what 
might be termed broad, as !t is affected read- 
ily by minor considerations. The influences 
yesterday were Argentine news on the one 
side and heavy exports and support by 
Leiter brokers on the other. The Argentine 
news is. still to a certain degree conflicting, 
but in a general way the announcements yes- 
terday were bearish. The foreign markets 
have felt the influence of Argentine offer- 
ings of wheat, and there were reports xes- 
terday of currency shipments from Paris 
and London against consignments of Ar- 
gentine wheat. A direct Rosario cable put 
the surplus at 46,000,000 bu. Miine had a 
letter stating that the reports received in 
the British markets indicated better quality 
and larger quantity of Argentine wheat 
than anticipated, and placing the surplus 
anywhere from 380,000,000 to 38.009, 000 bu. 
The Corn Trade News cable put the surplus 
at 25,000,000 bu, and a cable received by an 
agricultural inplement house int)mated that 
there would not be over half a crop. 


Argentine Estimates Are Conflicting. 


‘There was sufficient variety by which to 
suit every one, but the reports were con- 
sidered by the trade as being rather against 
prices. The susceptibility of the market 
to minor influences was illustrated near the 
close. New Orleans clearances were re- 
ported to be unusually heavy, and the mar- 
ket advanced. The New Orleans posting 
was corrected, and although the total for all 
ports was heavy at 686,000 bu, nearly double 
all primary receipts, the market weakened 
and closed with May wheat showing a net 
loss of ‘se. The better milling demand 
evidenced by fruther advances in the prices 
of cash wheat in the Northwest, active lo- 
cal inquiry for samples and reports of pur- 
chases in the Southwest and Southeast con- 
tinued to be a bullish factor. The Duluth 
market for cash wheat got within %c of the 
Chicago price. It was assumed that there 
was error in Bradstreet’s report of exports, 
as the total reported for both coasts was 
about the same as officially reported to the 
board by the Atlantic and Gyif ports for the 
Bradstreet week, making no allowance for 
Pacific coast or Canadian clearances. The 
foreign markets all showed fractional ad- 
vances, Not only were the clearances 
heavy, but an extensive business for Friday 
was confirmed, and a fair business was re- 
ported for yesterday. Northwestern receipts 
were large at 357 cars, against 174 a year 
ago. Local receipts were 48 cars, against 
29 a year ago, with 88,000 bu inspected out 
of store. The relative strength of January 
wheat was again a pit feature. The premi- 
um at the close was 1%c, against %c at the 
close on Friday. The most conspicuous 
trade of the day was the early sale by. John 
Scott of about 400,000 bu credited to Barrett. 
It carried the May price well down to the 
range of puts. Leiter sold puts and bought 
calls Friday night. He was credited with 
fair buying yesterday, particularly towards 
the close. 

In provisions the big trade was the buying 
of ribs supposed to be for the Cudahys. Lo- 
gan, Parker, and Roloson took something 
like 3,000,000 lbs of May ribs. The market 
for live hogs was a shade higher on receipt 
of 19,000. Receipts during the week were 
217,312, against 140,505 a year ago. For this 
week 210,000 are expected. ‘The packets 
were moderate sellers of product, but the 
feeling was quite firm, and prices showed a 
small advance all around. Seven principal 
markets had 46,900 hogs, against 50,600 a 
year ago. | 

Coarse Grain Quiet. 


Corn receipts did not come quite up to ex- 
pectations yesterday and this, combined 
with the fact of considerable short cover- 
ing, made the early market active and 
firm, but after the demand was satisfied 
the speculative situation became quite soft 
and closed heavy at the lowest point of the 
day, % off from Friday.

GEN. GEORGE H. THOMAS CIRCLE 


Annual Installation of Officers—Inter- 
esting Facts in Connection 
with the Affair. 


One of the most interesting events in the 
series of patriotic affairs, which make Jan- 
uary a busy month in Grand Army circles, 
was the annual installation of officers of 
General George H. Thomas Circle No. 1, held 
at Masonic Temple Jan. 5.

Early in the year 1886 a few earnest women 
who had lived and suffered through four 
years of the war met and formed a local so- 
ciety in Chicago, which excluded all but 
the mothers, wives, sisters, and daughters 
of the soldiers, sailors, and marines of the 
late war of the rebellion. From that same 
circle, No. 1, has grown, first, the State de- 
partment of Illinois, and, broadening still, 
in November, 1886, a union was effected with 
the Ladies’ Loyal league, having a large 
membership in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
and other States. The same Close requisites 
of elegibility were rigidly adhered to, and 
the society stands today an independent 
body, as distinctive in membership as is the 
Grand Army of the Republic. Its close con- 
nection with that body cannot be questioned, 
for every member is bound to them by ties 
of blood or marriage. More jéalous are these

Two daughters 
came—Mary E. Gossage, born in 1871, and 
Margaret Gertrude Gossage, born in 1878.

Husband and wife entertained well, friends 
increased daily in number, and the family 
was an influential factor in the social and 
business life of the city. Mr. and Mrs.

But coming from an artistic family, and living in an art atmosphere, she put her own early instruction as ane 
artist into the composition of the pictures she made, and won excellence more through this feature of her work 
than by virtue of techhical cleverness in execution. 

Mrs. Beman's pictures have been made principally in her own studio, attached to ue residence at 317 Fortye 
ninth street. It is the same room in which Oliver Demnett Grover composed his paintings and friezes for the 
dome of the Blackstone Memorial Library Building. The studio occupies the whole of a small semi-detached 
building. It is 25x50 feet in size, and fitted up as elaborately as the typical artist's workroom is suposed to be. 
There is a piano, handsome furnishings, and many works of art. There is no skylight to the studio, Mrs. Be- 
man disdaining anything so professional in its nature. The windows, however, are large and well placed. A 
movable arc light, said fo be equal to 40,000 candle-power, with its huge reflector, gives Mrs. Beman great , 


sistance in the lighting of her pictures, and in a great measure takes the place of a skylight.
